STANDS BY HIS PLEDGES. 


Mayor Busse and his enttre cabinet met 
seventy-five representative citizene of Chi- 
cago last night at a dinner at the Athletic 
club and told them, simply and directly, what 
they intended to do for the upbuilding of 
Chicago. 

The men who were invited to meet “the 
new administration” are themselves build- 
ere and doers; ag typical examples of the 
energy, backbone, and integrity of the city 
as could be brought together within the limits 
of one room. 

The meeting developed strong confidence in 
the power and will of the new mayor and 
enthusiasm over his straightforward manner 
and his tendency, already observed in a 
week’s tncumbency of the office, to push 
right ahead. 


Says Campaign Pledges Hold. 

Mayor Busse, in an address, said his 
campaign pledges were no empty phrases, 
and that he expects to show results within 
a short time in all the departments of the 
city. 

He said he had no quarrel to pick with any 
one; that he had appointed the best men he 
could get as department heads, and that he 
would not interfere in their efforts to make 
Chicago the most progressive city in the 
country. 

Each one of the recently appointed depart- 
ment heads gave a pledge as to the general 
policy of. his department during the next 
four years, and each was applauded. 

The dinner was givem by Mr. F. W. Up- 
ham. 

Mayor Busse Guest of Honor. 

Mayor Busse, as guest of honor, sat in the 
center of the speaker's table, which was 
decorated simply with American beauty 
roses. Omhis right was Samuel! Insull and on 
his left was his host, Mr. Upham. 

A great silk shield of the seal of the city of 
Chicago hung on the wall behind Mr. Busse’s 
chair. It had been arranged by Fred H. 
Mueller, the steward who made all the prepa- 
rations for the dinner, one of the most un- 
usual of its kind ever given after an election. 

Mr. Upham, tn introducing the toastmaster, 
John R. Morron, said: 

“The election of Mr. Busse means more 
than the victory of the republican party. It 
means the end of the age of destruction in 
Chicago an@ the beginning of the age of 
restoration. I want you all to know Fred 
Busse as we, his intimate friends, know him. 
He is a man of red\blood, who does things, 
who knows right from wrong, and has the 
courage of his convictions. The men whom 
he selected as his colleagues are men of the 
same cloth. For the work the mayor has be- 
fore him he must have your help.” 

Mr. Morron said all sorts of men had voted 
for Mr. Busse, the laborer, because he 
thought the reflex action of a business ad- 
ministration would mean his own good, and 
the merchant and banker, becayse they were 
tired of procrastination.

It ig not an easy thing to select heads of 
departments and to get an inatitution like 
Chicago in running order. 

“In my associates 1 know I am getting 
men who will build up the reputation of the 
departments they represent.

IN JAIL, HYDE; OUT, JEKYLL. 


Strange Romance Crowded Into 
12 Years of a Man’s Life. 


ESCAPES PRISON; WEDS WIFE 


Lives Honest Life Nine Years; Then 
Goes Back to Cell. 


Kansas City, Mo,., April 20.—[Special. }—To 
serve three years in prison, to escape, to start 
life afresh, to marry and have a happy home, 
to build up a prosperous business, then to be 
discovered, rearrested, and taken back to 
prison—all this has been crowded into the 
Mfe of William January in the last twelve 
years. 

Twelve years ago a postoffice in a small 
town in Oklahoma was robbeh A man 
known by the name of William January had 
been seen about the place the same night. 
He was arrested, charged with the crime, 
and convicted. 

January was sentenced to five years in the 
federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kas. 
For three years January, who was only 22 
yeare old, was a model prisoner, and the 
sentence was commuted for good behavior 
from five years to three years and eight 
months. Then with only eight more months 
to serve January escaped. 


Begins His Life Anew. 

The next day Charles W. Andergon made 
his appearance in this city looking for work. 
He found a position in a restaurant. None 
of the employés was more sealous than 
Anderson. 

For years he struggled, leading an upright 
life and saving a little money. He was mar- 
ried six years ago and was devoted to his 
wife. To her his life had always been ex- 
emplary. She knew of nothing wrong. Then 
a baby came. 

As the little girl grew up Anderson worked 
all the harder and saved more money. Final- 
ly he got enough money to start a restaurant 
of his own. He insisted that his employés be 
straightforward and honest in every way. 

Another year had passed with the same 
~happiness in the little home. Business was 
good at the restaurant. Then a few weeks 
ago Anderson decided to sell the restaurant 
and go into some other business. 


Then Comes Discovery, 

Yesterday afternoon he started to look for 
another place of business. He was walking 
on Southwest boulevard, near Summit street, 
when two men accosted him. 

* January, we want you!” they said. 

The men were David Oldam and Alonzo 
Ghent, city detectives. January received the 
blow calmly. 

“J will go with you,” he said simply, and 
he walked between the two detectives toa 
street car. He was taken to the police sta- 
tion, where he sent for his wife and little girl. 

When his wife came he told her the story, 
and both wept over the recital, 


His Wife Forgives Him. 

There was no need for him to ask forgive- 
ness. The wife had given it before he had 
finished his story. Then she was sent to her 
home to spend a wakeful night until she 
could see her husband again. : 

She was at police headquarters early this 
morning. When W. R. McClaughry, the rec- 
ord clerk at the federal penitentiary, who 
had come for Anderson, or January, took the 
unfortunate man to the matron’s room, his 
wife waiting, too. When her husband came 
out, pale from a sleepless night of worry, she 
placed her arms about his neck and kissed 
him fondly. 

‘* Be brave, Charles,” she »“bbed, “ and re- 
member there is a wife and u little girl who 
will always believe in you. We will wait 
and watch for the time when you wili be re- 
leased. Then we will all be happy again.” 

The handcuffs were fastened on the man’s 
wrists. There was a good-by kiss to the 
little wife and baby, a farewell, and An- 
derson started on his way to prigon again.

BOY TAKES $7,000; 
HINTS OF ROMANCE 


Messenger for Independent 
Packing Company Miss- 
ing, as Is a Satchel 
of Money. 


ELOPEMENT STORY TOLD. 


A boy and §7,000 missing and an alleged 
plot to elope foiled are furnishing work for 
the police of the stockyards station. 

The loss of $5,000 cash and §2,000 in checks 
belonging to the Independent Packing com- 
pany, 4083 Halsted street, was brought to 
light yesterday when W.G. McKay, cashier 
for the company, applied fora warrant for the 
arrest of William T. Havens, 17 years old, a 
messenger, charging him with stealing the 
money last Wednesday. 

The taking of the money, according to the 
police, was part of a plot formed by the 
messenger to elope with Miss Mabel Emery, 
18 years old, 4361 Emerald avenue, to whom 
he is said to have been paying attentions, and 
who was seen with him the night before the 
money was taken. The elopement, it was 
said, was frustrated by the intervention of 
the police. 


Boy Sent to Deposit Money. 

According to the story told by Cashier Mc- 
Kay to the police the money and checks were 
placed by him in a valise Wednesday noon and 
given to Havens, who had been in the em- 
ploy of the packing company for only four 
days, to be takem to the Drovers’ Deposit 
National bank, at Forty-second and Halsted 
streets, a block andahalfaway. — 

Havens took the valise and left the office, 
but failed to return. Upon inquiry at the 
bank it was learned that the money had not 
been received and no one could be found who 
had seen Havens after he left the offices of 
the packing company. The police were noti- 
fied and detectives were sent to the Havens 
home, 6745 Emerald avenue, but Mrs. Bar- 
bara A. Havens, the boy’s mother, was un- 
able to give any information. 


Seen with Girl Evening Before. 

Upon further investigation by the detect- 
ives it was learned that Havens had been 
seen in the company of Miss Emery the 
night before at a lodge meeting at Sixty- 
third street and Yale avenue, and the police 
assert that their informants told of a pian 
which the young couple had made to elope. 

Questions put to Miss Emery by the po- 
lice, however, failed to disclose any infor- 
mation as to Havens’ whereabouts and only 
brought forth emphatic denials from the 
young woman that she ever entertained any 
notion of running away with him. 

On Friday Miss Emery went to the Stock- 
wards police station and told her story to 
Lieut. Cronin and begged that her name be 
kept out of the case. She said she was pos- 
itive that Havens was innocent of the charge 


against him. 
Young Woman Denies Any Romance. 


“1I' know Will Havens well and he never 
would have been guilty of stealing that 
money,’’ said the girl. “I am confident of 
his honesty, but he was not my sweetheart 
and I don’t think he ever thought any more 
of me than he did of any of his other girl 
friends. 

“We have known each other ever gince 
we were small children and we attend the 
game church, the Union Avenue Methodist 
church, and we belong to the same lodge, the 
Fraternal Tribunes, at Sixty-third street and 
Yale avenue. Our attendance at these two 
places brought us together a great deal, but 
we are not sweethearts and we never thought 
of eloping together. 

“ Tuesday night my father and mother and 
I attended a meeting at the lodge and we met 
the Heavens family there. That is the way 
the story originated about our being seen 
together Tuesday night. 

Cigarets and Dime Novels. 

“Tf Will Havens has disappeared, he must 
have been waylaid and the money taken 
away from him. He was fond of reading 
dime novels and he emoked cigarets con- 
stantly. Whenever he had any money in his 
possession he liked to make a display of it. 
If he went into a saloon and drank a single 
giass of beer it would affect him so that he 
would tell anything he knew. Some one 
may have induced him to enter a saloon

HIS STARFISH PLAY TRICKS, 


Johns Hopkins Zoologist Has ’Em 
Trained to Do Somersaults. 


CLAMMY BUT FINE ACTORS. 


Ground and Lofty Tumbling Easy to 
Prof. Jennings’ Lowly. Pupils. 


Baltimore, Md. April 20.—[{Special ]—Dr. 
Herbert S. Jennings, associate professor of 
physiological zotlogy at Johns Hopkins unt- 
versity, has reported upon his experiments 
in training starfish to turn somersaults and 
do, other tricks. He found that twelve les- 


gons sufficed to teach starfish what to do so 
long as the experimenter was near, but in 
his absence the fish refused to make use of 


their acquired habits. 

With regard to his training experiments 
Dr. Jennings says: 

“In righting itself when turned on its 
back a starfish may use any pair from its 
five rays to attach itself, and then by pull- 
ing with this pair it turns a somersault, thus 
returning to its natural position. In suc- 
cessive trials different pairs of rays may be 
used. 

Learn Easily; Forget Quickly. 

“ The training was directed toward getting 
the fisli to employ regularly a certain pair 
of rays for this purpose, the experimenter 
at first not permitting [t to use other rays. By 
this method it found the starfish readily ac- 
quired what may be called temporary habits. 
Im one case the starfish was trained to use 
a certain pair of rays never used neturally. 
After twelve lessons the etarfish was found 
to have adopted the habit. It was allowed to 
right itself three times in succession without 
interference from the experimenter and in 
every case it used a pair of rays that it had 
been trained to use. 

** But these results do not last. After twen- 
ty-four hours the etarfish shows no effect of 
the training. Therefore an extended serice 
of lessons were undertaken with several star- 
fish, ten lessons a day for eighteen days. 


Remember Tricks for a Week. 

“The training was directed towards in- 
ducing the starfish to use in righting them- 
selves a certain pair of rays that they never 
use naturally. At first many of them re- 
sisted obstinately, but by the training process 
their resistance gradually was overcome until 
the starfish employed this pair of rays more 
frequently than any other. 

“In several specimens thus trained it was 
found the effects of training lasted for at 
least a week after the training ceased, It is 
clear therefore habits may be formed in the 
starfish after a4 brief period of trafning. There 
is no doubt by beginning with young speci- 
mens and continuing well planned training 
for a long time marked results could be 
reached. The starfish is the lowest animal in 
which habit formation has been dem- 
onstrated.’’

RESULTS IN INJURIES TO 3. 


Explosion of Moving Picture Machine 
Causes Rush of Crowd for Doors 
and Burns Operator. 


Three persons were injured, one of them 
severely, and a panic was caused by the ex- 
plosion of a film tn a moving picture machine 
at 11 o’cicck last night In Brand’s hall, North 
Clark and Erie streets, a Scenttheater. The 
names of two of the injured, a woman and a 
young girl, were not learned by the police. 

George Plumpton, 37 years old, 1037 Sher- 
man avenue, Evanston, who was in charge 
of the machine, was severely burned. He 
was operating the machine when the ex- 
plosion occurred. He attempted to extinguish 
the flames, which were destroying the film 
and was tdly burned. He tried at the same 
time to reassure spectators that there was 
no danger. 

In the panic @ woman and a young girl 
were knocked down and bruised about the 
face and body. Special Policeman Barney 
Pruess saved many others from injury by 
shouting as they neared the different en- 
trances that there was no danger.

What to do with Bryan and the democratie

Grout Enlivens the Evening. 

The evening was enlivened by the attempt 
of Mr. Grout to take the sting out of Mr, 
Graves’ suggestion in advance. The Brooke 
lyn democrat speaking befcre the Georgian 
referred to the Chattanooga epeech as an 
after dinner witticism, and as an improve- 
ment said he would suggest that, in default 
of Bryan nominating Roosevelt, the president 
should name Bryan his succes¢or.

Mayor Busse and his enttre cabinet met

The meeting developed strong confidence in 
the power and will of the new mayor and 
enthusiasm over his straightforward manner 
and his tendency, already observed in a 
week’s tncumbency of the office, to push 
right ahead. 


Says Ciniviien Pledges Hold. 

Mayor BuéSse, in an address, said his 
campaign pledges were no empty phrases, 
ané that he expects to show results within 
a short time in al] the departments of the 
city. 

He said he had no quarrel to pick with any 
one; that he had appointed the best men he 
could get as department heads, and that he 
would not interfere in their efforts to make 
Chicago the most progressive city in the 
country. 

Each one of the recently appointed depart- 
ment heads gave @ pledge as to the general 
policy of his department during the next 
four years, and each was applauded. 

The dinner was givem by Mr. F. W. Up- 
ham. 

Mayor Busse Guest of Honor. 

Mayor Busse, as guest of honor, sat in the 
eenter of the speaker's table, which was 
decorated simply with American beauty 
roses. Onhis right was Samuel Insull and on 
his left was his host, Mr. Upham. 

A great silk shield of the seal of the city of 
Chicago hung on the wall behind Mr. Busse’s 
chair. It had been arranged by Fred H. 
Mueller, the steward who made all the prepa- 
rations for the dinner, one of the most un- 
usual of its kind ever given after an election. 

Mr. Upham, in tntroducing the toastmaster, 
John R. Morron, said: 

“The election of Mr. Busse means more 
than the victory of the republican party. It 
means the end of the age of destruction in 
Chicago an@ the beginning of the age of 
restoration. I want you all to know Fred 
Busse as we, his intimate friends, know him. 
He is a man of red\blood, who does things, 
who knows right from wrong, and has the 
courage of his convictions. The men whom 
he selected as his colleagues are men of the 
same cloth. For the work the mayor has be- 
fore him he must have your help.” 

Mr. Morron gaid all sorts of men had voted

Mayor Busse was greeted with cheers and 
enthusiastic waving of handkerchiefs and 
napkins when he arose. 

“IT am giad to meef + many representa- 
tive citizens of Chic: "hesaid. “ Prior to 
my election I made vertain pledges in the 
shape of a platform. I stated what I expect- 
ed I would do. In the last week I have ac- 
complished little. I hope the next time we 
meet I can say I have kept every promise. 
It is not an easy thing to select heads of 
departments and to get an inetitution like 
Chicago in running order. 

“In my associates I know I am getting 
men who will build up the reputation of the 
departments they represent. I don’t think 
they have done much yet, but ag time ad- 
vances they will give the people the right 
kind of service. I have no quarrels to pick 
with any one. The affairs of the city—the 
police and building departments and all— 
will be managed without regard to the past 
and with nothing but good service as an ob-

| Strange Romance Crowded Into 


| 12 Years of a Man’s Life. 


ESCAPES PRISON; WEDS WIFE 


Lives Honest Life Nine Years; Then 
Goes Back to Cell. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 20.—[ Special. }—To 
serve three years in prison, to escape, to start 
life afresh. to marry and have a happy home, 
to build up a prosperous business, then to be 
discovered, rearrested, and taken back to 
prison—ali this has been crowded into the 
Mfe of William January in the last twelve 
years. ° 

Twelve years ago a postoffice in a small 
town in Oklahoma was robbeh A man 
known by the name of William Jantary had 
been seen about the place the same night. 
He was arrested, charged with the crime, 
and convicted. 

January was sentenced to five years in the 
federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kas. 
For three years January, who was only 22 
years old, was a model prisoner, and the 
sentence was commuted for good behavior 
from five years to three years and eight 
months. Then with only eight more months 
to serve January escaped. 


Begins His Life Anew. 

The next day Charles W. Andergon made 
his appearance in this city looking for work. 
He found a position In a restaurant. None 
of the employés was more sealous than 
Anderson. 

For years he struggled, leading an upright 
life and saving a little money. He was mar- 
ried six years ago and was devoted to his 
wife. To her his life had always been ex- 
emplary. She knew of nothing wrong. Then 
a baby came. 

As the little girl grew up Anderson worked 
all the harder and saved more money. Final- 
ly he got enough money to start a restaurant 
of his own. He insisted that his employés be 
straightforward and bonest in every way. 

Another year had passed with the same 
~happiness in the little home. Business was 
good at the restaurant. Then a few weeks 
ago Anderson decided to sell the restaurant 
and go into some other business. 


Then Comes Discovery, 

Yesterday afternoon he started to look for 
another place of business. He was walking 
on Southwest boulevard, near Summit street, 
when two men accosted him. 

‘** January, we want you!” they said. 

The men were David Oldam and Alonzo 
Ghent, city detectives. January receivad the 
blow calmly. 

“JI will go with you,” he gaid simply, and 
he walked between the two detectives toa 
street car. He was taken to the police sta- 
tion, where he sent for his wife and little girl. 

When his wife came he told her the story, 
and both wept over the recital, 


His Wife Forgives Him. 

There was no need for him to ask forgive- 
ness. The wife had given it before he had 
finished his story. Then she was sent to her 
home to spend a wakeful night until she 
could see her husband again, 

She was at police headquarters early this 
morning. When W. R. McClaughry, the rec- 
ord clerk at the federal penitentiary, who 
had come for Anderson, or January, took the 
unfortunate man to the matron’s room, his 
wife waiting, too. When her husband came 
out, pale from a sleepless night of worry, she 
placed her arms about his neck and kissed 
him fondly. 

‘* Be brave, Charles,” she sobbed, “ and re- 
member there is a wife and a little girl who 
will always believe in you. We will wait 
and watch for the time when you will be re- 
leased. Then we will all be happy again.” 

The handcuffs were fastened on the man’s 
wrists. There was a good-by kiss to the 
little wife and baby, a farewell, and An- 
derson started on his way to prison again.

BOY TAKES $7,000; 
HINTS OF ROMANCE 


Messenger for Independent 
Packing Company Miss- 
g, as Is a Satchel 
of Money. 


ELOPEMENT STORY TOLD. 


A boy and §7,000 missing and an al'eged 
plot to elope foiled are furnishing work for 
the police of the stockyards station. 

The lose of $5,000 cash and $2,000 in checks 
belonging to the Independent Packing com- 
pany, 4083 Halsted street, was brought to 
light yesterday when W.G. McKay, cashier 
for the company, applied for a warrant for the 
arrest of William T. Havens, 17 years old, a 
messenger, charging him with stealing tne 
money last Wednesday. 

The taking of the money, according to. the 
police, was part of a plot formed by the 
messenger to elope with Mise Mabel Emery, 
18 years old, 4361 Emerald avenue, to whom 
he is said to have been paying attentions, and 
who was seen with him the night before the 
money was taken. The elopement, it was 
said, was frustrated by the intervention of 


the police. 


Boy Sent to Deposit Money. 

According to the story told by Cashier Mc- 
Kay to the police the money and checks were 
placed by him in a valise Wednesday noon and 
given to Havens, who had been in the em- 
ploy of the packing company for only four 
days, to be takem to the Drovers’ Deposit 
National bank, at Forty-second and Halsted 
streets, a block and a half away. 

Havens took the valise and left the office, 
but failed to return. Upon inquiry at the 
bank it was learned that the money had not 
been received and no one could be found who 
had seen Havens after he left the offices of 
the packing company. The police were noti- 
fied and detectives were sent to the Havens 
home, 6745 Emerald avenue, but Mrs. Bar- 
bara A. Havens, the boy’s mother, was un- 
able to give any information. 


Seen with Girl Evening Before. 

Upon further investigation by the detect- 
ives it was learned that Havens had been 
seen in the company of Miss Emery the 
night before at a lodge meeting at Sixty- 
third street and Yale avenue, and the police 
assert that their informants told of a pian 
which the young couple had made to elope. 

Questions put to Miss Emery by the po- 
lice, however, failed to disclose any infor- 
mation as to Havens’ whereabouts and only 
brought forth emphatic denials from the 
young woman that she ever entertained any 
notion of running away with him, 

On Friday Miss Emery went to the Stock- 
wards police station and told her story to 
Lieut. Cronin and begged that her name be 
kept out of the case. She said she was pos- 
itive that Havens was innocent of the charge 


against him. 
Young Woman Denies Any Romance, 


‘“T' know Will Havens well and he never 


“would have been guilty of stealing that 


money,”’ said the girl. “I am confident of 
his honesty, but he was not my sweetheart 
and I don’t think he ever thought any more 
of me than he did of any of his other girl 
friends. 

“We have known each other ever gince 
we were small children and we attend the 
same church, the Union Avenue Methodist 
church, and we-belong to the same lodge, the 
Fraternal Tribunes, at Sixty-third street and 
Yale avenue. Our attendance at these two 
places brought us together a great deal, but 
we are not sweethearts and we never thought 
of eloping together. 

“ Tuesday night my father and motherand 
I attended a meeting at the lodge and we met 
the Havens family there. That is the way 
the story originated about our being seen 
together Tuesday night. 


Cigarets and Dime Novels. 

“If Will Havens bas disappeared, he must 
have been waylaid and the money taken 
away from him. He was fond of reading 
dime novels and he emoked cigarets con- 
stantly. Whenever he had any money in his 
possession he liked to make a display of it. 
If he went into a saloon and drank a single 
giass of beer it would affect him so that he 
would tell anything he knew. Somie one 
may have induced him to enter a saloon

HIS STARFISH PLAY TRICKS, 


Johns Hopkins Zoologist Has ’Em 
Trained to Do Somersaults. 


CLAMMY BUT FINE ACTORS. 


Ground and Lofty Tumbling Easy to 
Prof. Jennings’ Lowly. Pupils. 


Baltimore, Md, April 20.—{Special ]—Dr. 
Herbert 5S. Jennings, associate professor of 
physiolegical zotjlogy at Johns Hopkins unt- 
versity, has reported upon his experiments 
in training starfish to turn somersaults and 
do, other tricks. He found that twelve les- 
sons sufficed to teach starfish what to do so 
long as the experimenter was near, but in 
his absence the fish refused to make use of 
their acquired habits. 

With regard to his training experiments 
Dr. Jennings says: 

“In righting itself when turned on its 
back a starfish may use any pair from its 
five rays to attach itself, and then by pull- 
ing with this pair it turns a somersault, thus 
returning to its natural position. In suc- 
cessive trials different pairs of rays may be 
uged. 

Learn Easily; Forget. Quickly. 


“ The training wae directed toward getting . 


the fish to employ regularly @ certain pair 
of rays for this purpoge, the experimenter 
at first not permitting it to use other rays. By 
this method it found the starfish readily ac- 
quired what may be called temporary habits. 
Im One case the starfish was trained to use 
a certain pair of rays never used naturally. 
After twelve lessons the etarfish was found 
to have adopted the habit. It was allowed to 
right itself three times in succession without 
interference from the experimenter and in 
every case it used a pair of rays that it had 
been trained to use. 

“ But these results do not last. After twen- 
ty-four hours the etarfish shows no effect of 
the training. Therefore an extended series 
of lessons were undertaken with several star- 
fish, ten lessons a day for eighteen days, 


Remember Tricks for a Week. 

“The training was directed towards in- 
ducing the starfish to use in righting them- 
selves a certain pair of rays that they never 
use naturally. At first many of them re- 
sisted obstinately, but by the training procéss 
their resistance gradually was overcome until 
the starfish employed this pair of rays more 
frequently than any other. 

“In several specimens thus trained it was 
found the effects of training lasted for at 
least a week after the training ceased, It is 
clear therefore habits may be formed in the 
starfish after 4 brief period of trafning. There 
is no doubt by beginning with young speci- 
mens and continuing well planned training 
for a long time. marked results could be 
reached. The starfish Is the lowest animal in 
which habit formation has been dem- 
onstrated.”’ 


PANIC IN FIVE-CENT THEATER 
RESULTS IN INJURIES TO 3. 


Explosion of Moving Picture Machine 
Causes Rush of Crowd for Doors 
and Burns Operator. 


Three persons were injured, one of them 
severely, and a panic was caused by the ex- 
plosion of a film tn a moving picture machine 
at 11 o’cicck last night In Brand's hall, North 
Clark and Erte streets, a Scent theater. The 
names of two of the Injured, a woman and a 
young girl, were not learned by the police. 

George Plumpton, 37 years old, 1037 Sher- 
man avenue, Evanston, who was in charge 
of the machine, was severely burned. He 
was operating the machine when the ex- 
plosion occurred. He attempted to extinguish 
the flames, which were destroying the film 
and was tidly burned. He tried at the same 
time to reassure spectators that there was 
no danger. 

In the panic a woman and a young gir! 
were knocked down and bruised about the 
face and body. Special Policeman Barney 
Pruess saved many others from injury by 
shouting as they neared the different en- 
trances that there was no danger. He as- 
sisted several women to their feet when they 
were knocked down by the crowd.

DEMOCRATS VETO 
ROOSEVELT BOOM 


Speakers Before Iroquois Ban- 
quet at Auditorium for 
Democracy, but on Di- 


verging Lines. 
GRAVES, CLARK, GROUT. 


Suggestion of Editor About W. 
J. Bryan and the President — 
Meets with Sharp 
Disapproval. 


What to do with Bryan and the democratie 
party and Roosevelt and the republican 
party—not to speak of the tariff, trusts, im 
perialism, rebating, etc.—engaged the atten» 
tion of representative democrats from 
east, west, and south, who addressed th 
Iroquois club at its annual dinner last night 
in the Auditorium. , 

The suggestions offered ranged from. the 
serious to the trivial, from the dignified to 
the fantastic, but altogether it was the unan- 
imous opinion that something should be 
Gone with aJl these mattérs, and done at 
once. If found impossible to dispose of each 
individually it was suggested thet a judi- 
clous combination of the varying personali- 
tles and creeds would effect a satisfactory 
settlement. 

The divergence of opinion on what should 
be done with the democratic party was rep- 
resented sectionally by the opinions ex- 
pressed by Congreseman Champ Clark of 
Missouri, Editor John Temple Graves of 
Georgia, and Edward M. Grout of New York. 
These men made it plain they could not ree- 
onciie their beliefs, but the occasion was one 
of such jovialliiy that only gentle rebukes 
were exchanged. 7 

Editor Graves’ Novel Idea. 

Editor Graves came primed for the oces- 
sion with an improvement cn his’ Chetta- 
nooga speech, In which he suggee:ed that 
Bryen ehou'd nominate Roosevelt as demo 
cratic candidate for president. He went & 
step farther this time and declared that 
Bryan should decline to follow the sugges 
tion Roosevelt ought to perform the eu- 
premely patriotic act of nomirating Bryan 
the presidential cardidate of the republican 


party. 

“The obligation,” said Mr, Graves, “ts 
even upon each. Will either rise to the great 
height which destiny has builded them? [ 
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do_not know—nor do you. We only know — 


that the vast occasion,walts. I have pointed 
my own here to this opportunity. If he will 
not grasp it let us hope the other may. 

“If Bryan, from defeat, will not retwine 
the laurel upen Roosevelt's conquering brow 
then from the great height of victory let 
Roosevelt reach down to lift the patriet 
Bryan up to power and to duty." 


Champ Clark Replies to Graves. 

This proposition—a bit of poetit fancy— 
brought Champ Clark into action. He de- 
parted from his set speech long enough to 
say that if Bryan should nominate Roosevelt 
the democratic party outside of Bryan would 
nominate somebody else. If they could find 
none better, the congressman said, he woulé 
take the nomination himself, and he opined 
the party might go farther and fare worse. 

Editor Graves had won some applause for 
his novel idea, which was the culmination of 
a political prose poem eparkling with wit, 
but the demonstration that greeted the man- 
ner In which the statesman from Missouri 
proceeded to sit upon him left no doubt of 
the attitude of the 200 local democrats pres- 
ent. 

Nobody said a word about local conditions, 
about Edward F. Dunne, or about the le- 
mented IL. M. O. 


Grout Enlivens the Evening. 

The evening was enlivened by the attempt 
of Mr. Grout to take the sting out of Mr, 
Graves’ suggestion in advance. The Brooke 
lyn democrat speaking before the Georgian 
referred to the Chattanooga epeech as an 
after dinner witticism, and as an improve- 
ment said he would suggest that, in default 
of Bryan nominating Roosevelt, the president 
should name Bryan his succeseor. 

Then Mr. Grout proceeded to tell what be 
thinks of Roosevelt, expressing the hope, at 
the same time, that he would escape the fate 
of certain individuals who have ventured o3 


the same ground. He grilled the president 
for what he called meddling with all manner — 


of things not becoming to a president, and 
the democrats cheered lustily. 

The toastmaster was J. M. Dickineon, whe 
was introduced by Maj. E. B. Tolman, pres 
ident of the club. Other speakers were Ben- 
jamin F. Shively of Indiana and Gilbert M 
Hitchcock of Nebraska. 


Talks of Bryan and Roosevelt. 

Mr. Graves, after paying his compliments 
to the local democrats, started out to telj 
them some unpleasant things. He declared 
that the party was getting away from the 
people, that partisanship was being broken 
down, and, finally, held Bryan and Roose 
velt up to view as the two greatest men in 
the country. 

“If it was never true before in all our hig- 
tory,” he said, “it ie true today that these 
two men leading opposite factions have on 
their lips the power to change the face of 
parties and to regenerate the republic’s life, 
One word from Bryan would send Roosevelt 
omnipotent to the White house. 

“One word from Roosevelt would just ag 
surely make Bryan president and clothe him 
with the power for reform. Roosevelt could 
elect Bryan almost as easily as Bryan 
could re@lect the president. Never was such 
power—never such opportunities—and never 
such responsibility in four American hands 
before.”’ 


Why Each Man Is Great. 


He told why, in his opinion, each man was 
great, and proceeded with a catalogue of 
their merits, this time from an avowed demo- 
cratic point of view: 

“Mr. Bryan,” he said, “is great because 
in all his life he has never feared or hesi- 
tated to champion his convictions against his 
party. and to put them in balance against 
his personal interest. 

“ He is the first democrat of the world to 
day. 

“But he is a composite democrat in hig 
present creeds. With the bulk of his dog 
trine, born of a modern democracy, there 
are shining sentences of his belief that came 
from the populist party, and thet great 
economic proposition to which he bravely 
linked his name in Madison Sqyare garden 
was a graft pure and simple from the dying 
bosom of that old farmer band which 
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soil into our material politics, and passed 
unstained to the yindication of time. 


Roosevelt’s War on Trusts. 

“Mir. Roosevelt has grown great only be- 
efuse he too has risen above the partisan. 
Born and prospered in the ¢amps of privi- 
lege, he came with a brave heart and an 
open mind to Washington. He followed orth- 
odox in the wake of his party and in the 
paths of his predecessor. 

“ But one day William R. Hearst flung at 
his feet an array of unanswerable statistics 
to prove the baneful existence and inequity 
of the trusts: The chaiienge rang against 
a brave man’s shield and Theodore Roose- 
vyelt was never the same man again. He 
buckl+d on his sword and went forth to war 
with the merger of those modern railroads 
under Hill and Harriman. He has never 
sheathed since then the blade he bared in 
our democratic battle against corporate greed 


and profit. 
Only Two in Their Class. 

“There they are—those two great men— 
the greatest men in all our country—the two 
greatest men in all the world. By the record 
they stand, each for righteousness and jus- 
tice everywhere: By the record they are the 
unmatched champions of the people in the 
supremest crisis of the peopie’s need, demo- 
cratic republican or republican democrat, it 
matters not. 

“They are American statesmen and patriots 
in every pulse. They tower like Saul among 
the hosts ef Israel. One or the other of these 
men should establish order and justice in this 
crisis of our economic life. One or the other 
of these men should be the president and 
pilot of the people in these tremendous times. 
Either is worthy. Each deserves. Which 
can be? . 

* Which one?” 

Partisan or Patriot Answer. 


“The partisan may make prompt answer 
and win applause from either side.’ The 
patriot may make better answer and win the 
plaudits of the people and posterity. 

“Here, then, the problem Iies square and 
plain for the honest thinker with a ballot in 
his hand. 

*“ Which of these two great and loyal men 
in these great and vital times offers the most 
substantial hope--both for triumph at the 
polls and for execution at the capital—of the 
essential and supreme reforms which the 
practical citizen of this practical age here 
and now most practically demands? 

“My fellow democrats; it is with you. I 
have said my say in counsel. When your 
voice is given either way. I shall fall in rank 
and follow the fight—to the uttermost line of 
the battle. 

“Only this in parting. The day and ite 
needs are above the partisan, and the prac- 
tical patriot ig the republic’s hope” 


Clark Follows Graves. 


Champ Clark followed on the heels of 
Graves. The Missourian, bulky and hoary 
haired, and bluff and droll as ever, staried 
with a set speech om the subject of Gemo- 
cratic cpporiurity. But he didn’t keep to its 
Hines long before he launched into his reply 
to Graves. 

“The suggestion has been made here to- 
night.”’ he said, “that President Roosevelt 
should romina‘e Mr. Bryan for the presi- 
Gency. The suggestion {s based I suppcse on 
the-fact that al] thé fame Roosevelt has won 
he has got from stealing planks from the 
democratic platform.’’ . 

Voice in the audience: “ Adopted, you 
mean.” 

“ Well, you may say adopted, my friend,”’ 

ursued Mr. Clark, *“ but I say stolen—cut 

and carried away bodily. Now, if Mr. 
Roosevelt will take all of the democratic 
platform and become a democrat in whole 
and not in part, the only objection to his 
nomination would be the third term. He 
_ gaid wien he was elected that he was be 
ginning his second term, and there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of republicans who would 
never vote to elect a candidate to a third 
term: ' 

“The fact is that outside of'railroad regu- 
lation and taxes Roosevelt is the most Ham- 
iltonian president we ever have had—more 
Hamiltonian than Hamilton himself. 


. 10,000 Able to Be President. 


“Now, friends, it doesn’t take such an 
everlastingly great man to be president. 
‘There are 10,000 men in the United States 
who would make good presidents if they 
could be elected. There are a dozen here to- 
night. 

“I don’t know whether Mr. Bryan could 


_ be prevailed upon to nominate Roosevelt for 


the democratic candidate. But’l want to say 
that the’ democratic party is greater than 
Bryan or any other living man. He is, inmy 
estimation, the greatest of all living orators 
—I'm not certain but the greatest of all 
orators living and dead. . But if he should 
rise in his place in the convention and nomi- 
nate Roosevelt we others will rise in our 
places and nominate some one else.” 

The congressman hammered this challenge 
Riome with a determined fist, and his hearers 
were swept into applause that lasted several 
minutes. John Temple Graves looked indul- 

tly on. 

“Why, if no other democrat will take the 
placte,”’ resumed*Congressman Clark, “I will 
take it. You might go farther and fare 
worse. Remember that the democratic party 
was old when Bryan was a boy, and it will be 
etid young when Bryan dies of o!d age."’ 


Opportunity of Democracy. 


Having relievea his mind of this load Mr. 
Ciark returned to his set speech. He de- 
clared. that the great opportunity of 
democracy was at hand. He showed how 
the ground lost in 1906 was gradually being 
regained and prophesied that the democratic 
lane had reached its turning. 

“Every gale that sweeps from the east 
brings to our ears the clash of republican 
factions,’’ said he. ‘‘ Roosevelt and Foraker, 
Roosevelt and Harriman, Roosevelt and 
Chandler, Roogevelt and Penrose, R:oseve'lt 
and any republican who opposes him—and 
the number constantly increases as the days

If the re- 
publicans want an ideal candidate they 
should nominate Harriman. Ifthe campaign 
fund should not be big enough he could loot

ae - publicans are certain other subsidiary re- 


lican feuds, such as the La Follette- 
ner feud in Wisconsin, the Fairbanks-

And I believe he is doing an un-Jeffersonian 
thing in attempting to name his successor 
in office. And now may the Lord have mercy 
upon me!”’ 
' Mr. Grout then took up various questions. 
He asked what good it would do to put the 
trust magnates in jail and fine the corpora- 
tions, so long as the tariff, the cause of the 
evils, remeined in effect. He spoke of Root’s 
speech on state rights, calling the secretary 
the most adroit man in the cabinet and Ham- 
iltonian in character and mind.

But the Zion- 
ites believe they will he able to accomplish 
much in the d@istrict later.

Stockyards Police Official Is to 
Carry His Case Before the ~ 
: Merit Board. 


Juvenile dance halls—places where boys 
and girls meet to dance the hours away and 
to lose their wits and moral sense in the 
barroom annexes—will receive first attention 
from the police department in the crusade to 
be inaugurated by Chief Shippy. 

The dance halls, patronized largely by the 
foréign element, where the youth are re- 
strained by the influence of their parents 
or older persons, probably will not be mo- 
lested../ Neither is it likely that there will 
be any action taken against halls patronized 
almost exclusively by the sporting element, 
unless disorderly scenes occur or the sale of 
liquor after 1 o'clock is reported by the 
police. ne : 

Twenty plain clothes men were sent out 
last night by Chief of Police Shippy to in- 
vestigate dance halls, especially those of the 
licensed variety, in all parts of the city. 

These detectives will form the nucleus of 
the dance hall bureau, which the chief ex- 
pects to be in full working order before the 
end of the week. 


Careful Watch by Detectives. 

Twelve of the detectives were sent to the 
south and west sides and eight to the north 
side. They were’men picked for alertness 
and. discretion, and were assigned to terri- 
tory removed from their usual spheres of 
action. : , 

The sleuths were instructed to note care- 
fully the character of each dance hail and 
the character of the inmates, and to pay es- 
pecial attention to any sale of liquor to min- 
ors. Their report will be made tomcr- 
row. Chief Shippy ma t plain that any 
Gisorderlimess or violation of the liquor law 
at any of the halle would be reason for revok- 
ing the license of the proprietcr. 


Liquor Sold to Minors. 

The type of dance hail that Chief Shippy 
proposes to eliminate, unless there is a radi- 
cal reform in its management, was well illus- 
trated in the instance of the Freiheit Turner, 
at 8417 South Haieied street. - 

At midnight the floor of the hall was 
crowded with perhaps 400 boys and girls. 


them. There may have been a few girls over 
16 years of age. There may have been a few 
boys who were old efiough to vote. A casual 
glance at the dancers gave one the impres- 
sion that every one of them was under age. 

The youthful persons who were walizing 
amd two stepping to the music of the orches- 
tra stationed in the gallery were nearly all 
Irish-Americans, apparently, and employés 
of the stockyards. There were no viciou: 
faces among them. They were simply a lot of 
boys and girls enjoying themselves after 
their own fashion, ard there could have been 
mo objection to it, but for the circumstance 
that the taproom opening from the dancing 
hal was filled the entire evening by the 
striping lads, guzzling down beer with al! 
the abandon of experienced iopers. 

The girls would nct enter the barroom, but 
they were served in the galiery. 


Led to Ruin by Drink. 


*“ These are the dances which ruin the boys 
and girls,’’ said an investigator of:the police 
department. “ They get a few drinks in them 
and after that they don’t know .what hap- 
pens, There are no parents or older persons 
to restrain them. This kind of dance hall is 
a thousand times worse than Freiberg’s.”’ 

A policeman was stationed at the door, but 
he made no attempt to limit the attendance. 
He permitted young girls with short dresses 
to enter without question. No effort was 
made to ascertain whether the persons served 
with liquor were minors, and apparently all 
were minors. 

All around the gallery were placards in half 
a dozen d@ifferent languages advertising fu- 
ture cances, indicating that the hall was iv 
frequent demand. 

The Metropole hall, at, Thirty-first street 
and Fifth avenue, was attended by an alto- 
gether different crowd, and the investigator 
of the police department found nothing to 
criticise. There were no minors among the 
300 or more who were dancing. Apparently 
most of them were Swedish-Americans. 
There was a barroom in connection, but it 
was not patronized extensively, and those 
who drank beer did so in temperate quanti- 
ties, in marked contrast to the Freiheit. 

At the Prima hall, Thirty-fifth street and 
Indiana avenue, there was nothing to criti- 
cise. The crowd was stmall and orderly. It 
was composed mainly of adults. 


Slot Machines Disappear. 

There wasn’t a slot machine of the gambling 
variety to be found last night in Chicago, 
according to reports made to the inspectors 
of the various police divisions. The slo: 
machines flourished chiefly on the north 
side. along Clark, Wells, State, and 
Division streets. A search through the 
saloons and cigar stores failed to reveal one 
in operation. In many of the saloons where 
the slot machines were formerly in evidence 
it was said they simply had been moved 
behind the bars. 

“ They'll stay there for the next four years 
then,’’ commented Chief Shippy. “Ifa slot 
machine is found in a police precinct it will 
result In charges being filed against the 
patrol sergeant of that precinct.”’ 

Wants Streets Unobstructed. 

In the afternoon Chief Shippy and Capt. 
Gibbons had a ehcrt conference pertaining to 
the better regulation of traffic in the down- 
town district. 

Chief Shippy wanted the captain to station 
enough men at the corners, including mourt- 
ed police, to see that the street car tracks 
were not blockaded by teamsters. 

“The first duty of the department,” said 
the chief, “is to see that street car patrons 
are subjected to as little delay as possible.”’ 

He also gave instructions for the warning 
of teamsters who wear ruts just outside the 
street car tracks. 


Enforce Wide Tire Ordinance. 

Chief Shippy said the wide tire ordinance, 
which goes into effect on May 1, would be en- 
forced. J. W. Fernald, president of the Wide 
Tire association, may take some legal action 
to prevent the enforcement of the ordinance, 
as has been done several] times, but would 
not indicate what his plans were. 

“ If the ordinance ifs illegal, it should be re- ” 
pealed,”’ said Chief Shippy, “ but I have noth- 
ing to do with that side of the question.”’ 

The original wide tire ordinance was passed 
on July 20, 1903. 

Commissioner of Public Works John Han- 
berg also said the ordinance would be en- 
forced. The attention of Mayor Busse was 
called to the ordinance. After examining it, 
he said provision should be made for the 
condition of the horses drawing the load. 
The mayor said the pavements were injured 
almost as much by forcing poor horses to 
draw heavy loads as by the use of narrow 
tires. Commissioner Hanberg fixed May 1 
as the Gate when the ordinance would begin 
to be enforced. 

Capt. Clancy Wants Promotion. 

Capt. W. P. Clancy of the stockyards police 
station made a brief call on Chief Shippy 
at the close of the day. The captain has a 
strong idea that he should be promoted to the 
‘Vacant position of inspector and intends to 
take steps to bring about that result before 
the civil service commission this week. 

“I shall subpeena Chief Shippy, former 
Chief Francis O'Neill, all the inspectors, a 
dozen judges who are familiar with my work. 
and several other prominent citizens,” said 
Capt. Clancy, as he left Chief Shippy’s office.

Following Mayor Busse, Controller Walter

Thinks Salaries Inadequate. 


Corporation Counsel E. J. Brundage said in 


Part: 

“* Mine is the only city office not under civil 
service, and I:find there are thousands of 
citizens desirous of serving the public. They 
feel they have been called on. I don’t wish 
to criticise my predecessor. I might have 
done no better under the same conditions, but 
the fact is that the great law office is not in 


good shape now. 

**In putting me at the head of this office the 
mayor told me to appoint the men I wanted 
to without regard to him. One great ditii- 
culty I find in getting good men is the in- 
adequate salaries paid by the city. 

“‘ The policy I propose to adopt is to appoint 
men who are. competent to dle the cases 
that come into the office and do away with 
the special attorneys as much as I can. This 
is not an administration of.‘ long hairs.’ I 
have been busy separating some of these 
from their jobs. The policy of the office 
shall be fair play. It will not be our object 
to harass business interests. {If we find any 
who are encreaching on the public welfare 
we will take steps to explain first and use 
power afterwards. I know Mayor Busse 
will lift Chicago out. of its stagnation and 
put it where it belongs among the cities of 
the country.’’ 

Co-operation of Citizens Asked. 

John J. Hanberg,, commissioner of pub- 
lic works, spoke 

“ There are many questions of importance 
to come up before this administration and 
before my department,’’ he said. “ A beau- 
tiful, cleaner Chicago can only come through 
the codperation of the people. Nothing can 
be done by sheer police force. For clean 
alleys and streets and the abatement of the 
smoke nuisance we must ask the help of 
all the citizens.

I have contended all 
along that the interests of the public are al- 
ways best served by a proper regard for 
private interests. This applies above all else 
to public utilities. We have adopted meas. 
ures relating to the traction interests: So 
far it is not a solution of the problem unless 
the terms of the ordinances are enforced 
strictly. I think the wisest intelligence will 
recognize that. Unless the companies do 
carry out the ordinances to the letter the 
public will find some other solution.” 


Aid of Aldermen Pledged. 

B. J. Mulianey, the mayor’s private secre- 
tary; Ald. Milton J. Foreman, Ald. Frank I. 
Bennett, and State Senator W. A. Gardner 
were the last speakers. 

‘*We have sailed through many storms 
for many years,”’ said Ald.

As a result of the extravagant closing 
days of ex-Mayor Dunne’s administration, 
Corporation Counsel Edward J. Brundage Will 
be obliged to go before the council finance 
committee this week and ask for more money 
to carry on the business of his office. 

Mr. Brundage learned yesterday that the 
$40,000 appropriated for emergency expenses: 
for the year 1907 had been dissipated by the 
corporation counsel's office in three months, 


year’s expense under the budget recently 
passed by the council's committee on finance. 
- More than that, the sum had been over- 
drawn by almost $6,000. Much of the emerg- 
ency appropriation, which is designed for 
special attorneys, witness fees, and court 
costs went for increased salaries for favor- 
ites of ex-Mayor Dunne just before election. 

Mr. Brundage’s attention was drawn tothe 
deficit by the following communication re- 
ceived in the afternoon: 

“BE. J. Brundage, corporation counsel.— 
Dear Sir: Inclose herewith please find sun- 
dry vouchers amounting to $5 73090 as per 
list attached, returned bécause appropriation 
to which they are charged is exhausted. 
Yours truly, 

* “LL, E. Gosseiin, Deputy Controller.” 

Brundage to Report Conditions. 

“TI don’t like to criticise the admir istration 
of my predecessor,” sald Mr. Brundage, “ but 
this shows what we are up against in this 
office. I shall makea full report of conditions 
to nance committee.” 

Amorg salaries advanced in the closing 
days of the Dunne régime was that of W. W. 
De Armond, a brother of the congressman 
from Missouri, whose pay was increased 
from $1800 to $3600 a year. Thomas J. 
Tuley’s salary was advanced from $1.200 to 
$3,000, and Joseph J. Thompson's from $900 
to $3,000. There were a number of others. but 
Mr. Brundage did not care to make them 
public before he communicated with the 
finar.ce committee. 

Three appointments were made by Mr. 
Brundage. George Dierssen was appointed 
assistant ccorporativn counsel, to succeed 
Frank C. Souhrada. lk the city attorney's 
office, C. LL. Swanson wasappoirted assistant 
chief investigator, and A. C. Findling wae re- 
appointed as an investigator. 

The appointment of eity attorney probably 
will be made next week. 

,; May 6 Housecleaning Day. 

Mayor Busse issued a proclamation during 
the day designating May 6.as Chicago's 
housecleaning day. Among other things he 
appealed to all principals of the public 
schools’ to order their boy pupils to aid in a 
general clean up of the streets, alleys, back 
yards, and vacant lots. Merchants are 
warned that all violators of the. ordinance 
will be prosecuted. The proclamation fol- 
lows:

BELIEVES SUNDAY SCHOOLS | 
OF MORE USE THAN POLICE. 


Dr. W. A. Quayle Says They Can Do 
More in the Work of Making Chicago 
a Better City. 


More Sunday schools instead of more police 
as the most feasible plan to make Chicago a 
better city was proposed by the Rev. Dr. 
William A. Quayle, pastor of the St. James’ 
Methodist Episcopal church, In an address 
last night at the closing meeting of the forty- 
eighth annual convention of Cook county 
Sunday schools at the Immanuel Baptist 
church, 2310 Michigan avenue. 

“The Sunday school teachers are the 
guardians of the political welfare of our na- 
tion,” Dr. Quayle said. “ You can’t keep a 
nation alive on logic, and book learning. and 
geometry, and beautiful theories of ethics, 
but you can keep it alive on religion and 
morality. These last two are the basic prin- 
ciples of Sunday school teaching. 

“The exercise of this training upon the 
young is a greater power for peacemaking 
and good citizenship right here in Chicago 
than the city police force, and that isn’t any 
reflection on the police force either. Itis the 
duty of the police to get persons after they 
have done wrong, and it is the duty of the 
Sunday schools to keep young men and wom- 
en from doing wrong.” 

To inspire the young with patriotic devo- 
tion Dr. Quayle said every church should 
celebrate the fourth of July and all other na- 
tional ho:idays. — 

W. C. Pearce, superintendent of the adult 
department of the International Sunday 
School association, spoke on “A Forward 
Look."” Eleven hundred delegates from al- 
most all Sunday schools in the county at- 
tended the convention.

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COCAINE SOLD ON STREETS, 
SAYS WOMAN IN CONFESSION. 


Rose Kane, Alleged to Have Been 
Beaten for Refusal to Sell Drug, 
Tells Schems. 


Disclosures of a syetem of selling cocaine 
through agents by a west side druggist were 
made last evening by @ woman to the Des- 
plaines street police. The woman fe Rose 
Kane, 26 years old, who told the police that 
she was a victim of the cocaine habit. After 
having been attacked in a house at 24 Samga- 
mon street she went to the Desplaines street 
station and told Acting Inspector Rehm she 
had something to tell and would “ tell all she 
knew.”* 

Before starting her story she fainted from 
exhaustion. Through the etatement the poé- 
lice learned the hiding place of Joseph, alias 
“Red” Wallace, 26 years old, charged with 
the attack em Mrs. Kane, and for whom the 
police have been searching since last eum- 
mer. 

It was because she refused to go out to sell 
cocaine Wallace attacked her with a tea 
kettle, she told Inspector Rehm. Watlace, 
according to Mre. Kane, is, employed by a 
west side druggist to distribute drugs. 

In a raid on the house in which Mrs. Kane 
was attacked Wallace and three other per- 
gons were arrested by Detectives Miivihin 
and O'Neill. Those arrested are Frank De- 
vine, 32 years old; Lillie Williams, 32 years 
old, and Sophia Meyers, 26 yearsol. All are 
said to be drug victims. Until they have 
made an investigation of the chargés the 
police refuse to divulge the name of the drug- 
gist from whom Wallace is sai@ to have 
obtained cocaine for distribution. For the 
reason that Wallace could be depended upon 
not to ‘‘equeal ”’ in the event of his arrest, it 
is said it was an ¢asy matter for him to secure 


‘an unlimited amount of cocaine,

|BIG TELEPHONE DISTRICT 
CREATED AS IF BY MAGIC. 


Edgewater Exchange, with 75,000 
Miles of Wire, Set in Operation in 
Less than a Minute. 


One of the most remarkable feats in the 
history of telephony was accomplished in 
Chicago last midnight when the Lake View 
telephone district was cut in two parts and 
within one minute en entirely new district 
serving 4,000 telephones was created, known 
as the Edgewater exchange of the Chicago 
Telephone company. 

A subaecriber talking at midnight to a per- 
gon in what was the Lake View division heard 
a ‘‘click-k~k-b-z-z-e-2 bing,’’ which scarcely 
interrupted him, and the next instant 76,000 
miles of wires which had lain dormant be- 
came operative. 

More than 100 cable workers and their aids, 
with numerous officials of the company, wit- 
nessed the opening of the new exchange and 
a number of telephofie experts from New 
York, Waghington, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
and Buffalo also saw the new exchange 
created. 

More than 75,000 miles of wire are directly 
concerned in the operation of the new ex- 
change. One-third of this—or enough to en- 
circle the worlkd-—has been laid in heavy 
leaden cables, running to the new bullding at 
North Clark street and Carmenavenue. The 
new exchange is sufficiently equipped to sup- 
ply telephone service, to a town of the size of 
Indianapolis. The district covered in the new 
service extends from DeVon avenue on the 
north to Montrose avenue on the south, 
stretching from the north branch of Chicago 
river to the lake.

“I don’t know just what was the matter 
with him,” Mrs. Perkins told Detective Mur- 
nane. ‘“‘ He had been lying there since Fri- 
Gay afternoon, but I thought he was only 
feigning sleep or fliness until I called the 
physician today. He had been Il] for years, 
but I did not know he was dead. We had 
quarreled frequently, but that was some 
months ago.”’ 
‘Mr. Perkins came home on Thursdayand 
shortly afterwards went to his room. I paid 
no attention to him, for he had often played 
the same trick on me before. For three or 
four years he had had but little to eat, and 
I did not think he was hungry while there. 
I gave him nothing in all thetime that he was 
in. his room.”’ 


Body Found in Pool of Blood. 
Mrs. Perkins admitted seeing her husband 
lying on the floor on Friday, but warned her 
son away from the door. Becoming alarmed 
at the apparent iliness of her husband, she 
sent her son Lawrence for Dr. Simmons. 
Although the body was lying in a pool of 
biood, no marks of violence were found, and 
it is believed by the police that death was 
caused by a hemorrhage. 

When taken to the Harrison street station 
Lawrence Perkins appeared to be suffering 
from the effects of a drug and was unable 
to anewer any questions. He was locked 
up in the cell with his mother. Mrs. Perkins 
was in possession of an old violin and insisted 
on being allowed to retain it. The police he- 
lieve the woman is demented. 

“T am working on the case,” said Lieut. 
Plunkett, ‘“‘and hope to learn something 
definite. I am inclined to believe there is 
nothing wrong, but there is mystery attached 
to the death. Perkins probably was dead for 
at least two days, and it seems his wife should 
have known of it earlier.”

FRENCHMAN RECORDS QUAINT HU- 
MOR OF ONE AFRICAN TRIBE. 


Natives of Laca, in Congo Region, 
Who Make Their Own Beer and 
Never Are Sober, Slay Each Other 
to Entertain a Guest with Their 
Fighting Abilities—Chief Who Pro- 
posed Game Is First to Fall Dead in 
Exhibition Battle, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

_ LONDON, April 20.—The Fran¢co-German 
commissions are engaged on the delimitation 
of the frontier of the French Congo and the 
German colony of Cameroon. 

Until the commissiorgs got to work last 
“yey @ greater part of the borderland never 

ad been visited by white men. The de- 
limitation was a veritable plece of explora- 
tion and had fruitful results. Commandant 
Moll, the leader of the more important of the 
two French commissions, has returned and 
has made known some resalts of the march 
and gome of the experiences with the natives. 
One of the most notable facts ascertained 
was the great diversity of languages spoken 
by the natives, one village often not under- 
atanding the people of the next village. The 
only language at all widely understood was 
the Fula in the country between Lake Chad 
and the Sanga, an affluent of the Congo. 


Every Tribe at War. 

The difficulty of getting interpreters hin- 
dered the progress of the missions, which 
also repeatedly were. detained by the re- 
luctance of natives to act as carriers, as in 
general each little tribe was at war with 
ita neighbors. No promises of high pay- 
ment would induce the carriers to enter a 
hostile village, as they feared they would 
be seized and sold as slaves. Again porters 
engaged in the districts where the usual! food 
was manive absolutely refused to travel in 
districts where the staple food was millet. 

The most remarkable of the obstacles en- 
countered by the missiéns was the state of 
almost: continual intoxication in which the 
inhabitants of a region called Laca lived. A 
potent beer was brewed from millet, and as 
much as possible these natives give them- 
selves up to carousal. On such occasions the 
appearance of strangers was likely to lead 
to dangerous consequences, 


Suggest Battle to Amuse. 

Lieut. Georg, a member of the Moll mission, 
had a curious experience from which ardent 
teetotalers can draw many morals. To- 
gether with an escort of tiralleurs the lieu- 
ténant arrivec one day at a Laca Willage 
while the beer was flowing in rivers. The 


: villagers were induced to place some hunts 


at the lieutenant’s disposal, and then re- 
turned to ‘their feast, presently indulging in 
various dances to which the guests were in- 
vited. When the dancing was over the vil- 
lage chief, turning. to Lieut. Georg, said: 

“Now, to finish the day, if you like for 
your amusement we will have a fight with 
your soldiers.”’ 

The Heutenant declared such a contest 
would not, afford sufficient entertainment. 
Happily his answer was received in good 
part. 

Twenty. Die in Fight for Fun. 

* Well,”’ replied the chief, “in that case 
we will have a fight between ourselves.”’ 

In less than a quarter of an hour twenty 
villagers were killed, among the first to fall 
being the chief.

DUBLIN, April 20.—So bitterly do the Irish 
peopie oppose the so-called “Irish Inter- 
national Exposition,”’ 
this city, that the buildings have to be guard- 
ed day and night by armed men. 

Rumors are in circulation that an attempt 
to fire the buildings was made last Thursday 
night. It is alleged that this was not the 
first attempt, as a fire had been discovered 
only the night before. The police refuse to 
confirm or deny the rumor, but inquiry in in- 
surance circles shows a disinclination to take 
tiske on the buildings. 

The opposition to the exposition is headed 
by the Gaelic league and its aggressive radi- 
eal offshoot, Sinn Fein (Ourselves Alone). 
The principle of Sinn Fein, which has a large 
and growing membership, is nonassociation 
and nonintercourse with all that is English 
or in any part English, including, of course, 
the enlistment of Irishmen in British naval 
or military service. 


Plan an Irish Nation. 

Dr. Douglas Hyde, who is its leader, says: 

‘“We-aim high, for we aim at nothing else 
than esta..shing a new nation upon the 
map of Europe. We are going to build an 
Irish nation that shall bé the rational con- 
tinuation of the nation as it once was.’ 

The Dublin exposition is a project that is 
English in its origin and it is to have a large 
display of English products. Hence it is 


under the ban of the Gelic league, and the 


Sinn Fein will do their best to make ita 
failure. Only the mercantile and manu- 
facturing classes of the north of Ireland are 
the enthusiastic supporters. 


Irish Boycott the Show. 

All true Irish people are holding aloof. The 
only Irish exhibits to be shown will be 
those from mercantile and manufacturing 
classes in the north of Ireland. 

The Irish claim it would be unfair to Ire- 
land to display the products of the highly 
developed industries of other nations in 
competition with native products which are 
not so highly perfected. 

Referring to the numerous fires reported 
to have been started in the exposition build- 
ings the manager said tonight he believed 
they were accidental, and attributed them 
_to the carelessness of the workmen. He 
added: 

** However, we are not taking any chances. 
The buildings are regularly patroled by po- 
lice, and a special staff of employés has been 
told off to guard against fire.’’ 


MINE STRIKE GROWS SERIOUS. 


Situation in Fernie, B. O0., District Is

There was no loss of life by the earthquakes. 
The shocks, while the most severe experi- 
enced in fifteen years, were not violent 
enough to cause much destruction.”

PARIS HEARS LEOPOLD WILL 
GIVE CONGO STATE TO FRANCE 


Belgian Monarch Said to Be Exasperated 
by Opposition of His’ Parliament to 
Plans for Colonial Government. 


PARIS, April 20.—A dispatch received here 
from Brussels saye the journey of King Leo- 
polé to Parig has been unexpectedly post- 
— for one day, from tomorrow until Mon- 

ay 

The trip of the king of the Belgians has 
aroused much comment and speculation in 
political circles. The explanation thereof 
that finds the most credence, but which is 
impossible of confirmation, and which is 
given with all reserve, is that King-Leopold 
will offer to cede the Congo Independent 
State to France at his interview with Presi- 
dent Fallierese. This interview was arranged 
while King Leopold-was om his way from 
Nice to Brussels. 

France has enjoyed the right of preémption 
in the Congo since the signing of the treaty 
of Berlin, and this treaty gave King Leopold 
power to dispose of the Congo State during 
his lifetime. , 

It always has been his majesty’s intention 
to turn over the Congo to Belgium, but ex- 
asperated by the opposition of the present 
Belgian parliament to his views concerning 
the future government of the state, it is said, 
he would prefer to hand it over to France 
rather than to abandon his position on this 
subject. With that object in view the Bel- 
gian monarch, it is explained, is about to 
sound the French government. 

In other quarters the opinion is entertained 
that the approaching interview with Presi- 
dent Fallieres is nothing more than a threat 
against the Belgian parliament.’

The suit developed the fact that Jennings, 
who left Chicago secretly shortly after he 
disposed of his interests to Charles H. Wilcox 
ef the Federal National bank; is at Los 
Angeles; Cal., where he ie head of the Cali- 
fornia Real Estate, Loan, and Trust com- 
pany, an organization eimilar to the one he 
left in confusion. 

Since’ Jennings has been located definitely 
his agents in Chicago, Col. Charles F. Lenone 
and P. Ingram, both employés of the Jen- 
ningsa ingtitution, have been seeking to induce 
the stockholders who bought for $200 a share 
atock that sold subsequently for around $60 
to transfer their stock and any more money 
they have saved up to ‘the new California 
concern. They have been successful in a 
large number of cages. 


Other Suits Are Threatened. | 

On the other hand, there are some stock- 
holders who refuse to be satisfied with con- 
ditions and threaten to combine and také 
action against the institution now headed by 
Wilcox. They have been dissuaded so far 
as the new management is trying to bring 
things around to a better basis and make 
the stock worth somewhere near the figure 
the holders paid for it. Several attachments 
have beem sought against Jennings person- 


ally on account of private deals he was in 


that have not been straightened out. 

Mueller is a poor man, and all his money 
is tied up in the. Jennings institutions. He 
has been a tailor for thirty-seven years, 
twenty-six of them in Chicago.

Induced to Become Manager. 

* “ Jennings: asked me last November to be- 
come manager of the safety deposit company. 
I wanted to retire and rest a little, so I ac- 
cepted. Then he told me I would have to 
take stock. I toid him I would not do it, 
but he begged and begged. He said he was 
hard up I woul be doing him a great 
favor to help him out. 

“*T had $5,000 tn Lake Shore railroad bonds, 
paying 6 per cent interest, and I gave(them 
to him, taking stock in his company as col- 
lateral. It was all the money I had. He 
said he would pay it back in money or give 
me back. my bonds in three months, and he 
gave me a contract to that effect. I took the 


job. 

“When the three months were up I asked 
him for the money or the bonds, He gaid he 
was bard up then and: could not touch the 
money in the bank, as he expected the bank 
examiner around any day, but if I would wait 
another month he would pay me all. So I 
extended the contract for a month. When 
that month was up, in December, I went to 
him again, but he put up the same old plea, 
and I gave him another month.

The affair was a reception to Mra. McCulloch 
by the women members of the he Cook county 
bar in honor of her victory in the recent 
Evanston election. The coronation, in which 
Mrs. McCulloch was given a Greek inurel 
wreath, came as the finale of an afternoon of 
speechmaking and good cheer. 

The gathering was presided over by Miss 
Mary Miller, who introduced the speakers 
and began the proceedings with a tribute to 


Justice McCulloch. 
In speaking of the woman jn the professions 
ose found in her 


who has other cares than 
daily business career; Miss Miller said: 

“ Probably one of the most striking ez- 
amples of this character has been in the life 
of our guest. Devoted to home and family, 
neglecting none of its charms and duties, she 
found ways and means for her official work 
and did it equally as well as that demanded 
from herown home. Such @ woman deserves 
recognition, such a women, is Justice Mo- 
Culloch.”’ 

Plead for Moral Worth. 


Mrs. Mary Bartleme spoke of *“‘ The Char- 
acter of Individuals in Public Offices,” and 
contended that “ moral oharacter is of more 
importance than anything else. Should our 
public offices be filled with men and women 
who possess a high grade of character, bet- 
ter results would obtain and we would live 
in a better world.’’ 


Mise Ellen Martin recited the history of. 


the ‘office of justice of the peace from the 
time of its inordination in the year 1070 by 
William the Conqueror, closing her remarks 
with, “ And now, in Justice McCulloch the 
world has what time and conditions ages ago 
depicted, women in public office and as min- 
ister@ of justice.”’ 

Mise Cora B. Hirtzel, who wapan assistant 
corporation counsel of Chicago about ten 
years ago, spoke of “Women in Public 
Office.”’ 

“ Prejudice versus Woman Suffrage,” said 
Miss Adelbert Mathaway, “is a subject 
that meang much to our profession and to 
the idea of equal franchise to women as well 
as man. And it is all prejudice. By the 
selection of our friend, Justice McCujloch, to 


a public office of honor and merit end ad- 


ministration, there ‘will be much of prejudice 
removed against women in office, for our 
belief is firm that her efforte will be such as 
to encourage the movement for female 
euffrage.”’ 

Sees Future for Women. 

The public career of Mrs. McCulloch was 
narrated by Migs Mary Drake, and Mrs. Mc- 
Culloch waa introduced, 

“TI thank you, my friends and sisters,"’ she 
said, “‘from my heart. It will be my en- 
deavor to conduct the office to which I have 
been elected in a manner that will bring no 
regret. I will administer the affairs of office 
as conditions present.”’ 

She referred to her work in furthering the 
movement for female suffrage and expressed 
the belief that ‘“‘ women will receive due 
recognition, but {ft will require time, per 
severance, and our undivided energy. 

After Mrs. McCulloch resumed her chair 
Miss Ellen Gertrude Roberts arose and said: 

** Justice McCulloch, in order to make this 
occasion even more marked in your life than 
would ordinarily be from this reception and 
these fond words of loving praise, I am re- 
quested to place upon your brow this Greek 
laurel wreath, in honor of your selection to a 
public office of honor, trust, dignity, in honor 
of the reverence in which your work te cher- 
ished by the women lawyers of Chicago, and 
in honor of yeur upright character and devo- 
tion to home, friends, and duty.”’ 

The recipient of the honor was overcome’ 
with emotion tn acknowledgment of the com- 
pliment and could but wave her handkerchief 
to the women gathered around her. 

After the gathering auwjourned Mrs. .Mo- 
Culloch said she had not received her com- 
mission as justice of the peace from Gov. 
Deneen. 

*“*T cannot assume my office until I do re- 
ceive it,” she sald. “I intended beginning 
the work Monday morning, but a rose is 
just as sweet under any other name.”

. original bill are preparing to train heavy 
guns oh the house members in order to get 
the bill passed in the way it was originally 
recommended and indorsed by the State 
Dairymen’s ‘association. The effort to nulli- 
fy the sanitary clauses of the bill was char- 
acterized by Mr. Schuknecht as “‘ the most 
dangerous and desperate piece of work that 
has been‘ done in the legislature for five 
yeags.”” Gov. Deneen is expected to veto 
the. bill if it is passed in its present form. 


‘Tactics of Opposition Explained. 

Several explanations: of the underground 
interests which are at work seeking to give 
Iilinofs"' the worst food law in the country,” 
| according ‘to one authority, were forthcom- 
ing . yesterday, following the revelaticns of 
Mr. Meyers’ queer activity. 

The ‘which received the greatest credit 
was that) Speaker Shurtleff had put his foot 
down on the.bill because he assumed that it 
would hurt the dairymen of his region and 
interfere with his chances of re#lection and 
his well known ambitions for higher office 
within the gift'of the people. 

Mr. Meyers, who is accused of doctoring 
the bill while it was im his possession in con- 
formity with the orders of the people he rep- 
resented as ‘’ speaker- of the third house,” 
formerly was in the empivoy of the state food 
department, and his paper is now supposed to 
be run in the interests of the blended whisky 
people. Upon closer examination a “‘ whisky 
joker ’’ was discovered in the bill as well as 
two or three other things that are open to 
suspicion. These were incidental, however, 
to the main feature of milk. 


Original Bill Carefully Drawn. 
The bill as originally introduced by Repte- 
sentative Lindly was as drawn by State 
Food Commissioner A. Hapby Jones. It was 
drawn with the é¢xpress purpose of putting 
the food laws, specifically aps regards sanita- 
tion, on a par. with the laws of other states, 
and was changed slightly in the committee 
before being sent to the printer. 

These changes, however, did not affect the 
main good provisions of the bill. These were 
all’ cut out later by the committee of the 
‘third houge,’”’ which met in Chicago, and 
the proofs of the bill were in Chicago before 
they were in Springfield. The man who aided 
Speaker Shurtleff in cutting out objection- 
able features to the bill was Chairman Albert 
Glade of the committee on manufactures. 


Bad Points in First Bill., 

The bill as reported to second reading in 
the house before its “‘ jokers” were discov- 
ered had these bad points, according to Mr. 
Schuknecht: 

“It eliminated entirely sanitary conditions 
required in the handling of milk or other 
food products. U it p cutions for the 
use of embalming fluid in milk could not be 
prosecuted successfully. It did not pro- 
hibit the keeping of cows in pig pens if the 
dairyman sod wished, and it did ‘hot prohibit 
diseased persons from handling the milk.

Dr. Edward Gudeman, a consulting chemist }: 


and food expert, who had more fo do with 
the drawing of the bill than any other man 
not in the state employ, had this to say of 
the bill as it stands at present: . 

“It is thésworst law in the United States 
if it passes the way Meyers and his crowd 
want it. When.all the big m! milk interests and 
the government of the state want a goodlaw 
it. is am outrage that one.man should stand 
in the way with his puny objections, ezpecial- 
ly when these objections are based solely on 
political. reasons and on the orders ae he 
gets from the men who pay him. 

“There is no neighboring state but that 
has a good dairy law. The big milk dealers 
want. it because. it gives the trade confidence 
in 1Uinois milk, and takes away the premium 
on Michigan, Wisconsin, and Indiana milk 
that now exists. The investigation in this 
state has shown that 10 per cent of the dairies 
use adulterants in milk, usually ‘ embalming 
fluid.’ It has shown that. the sanitary con- 
ditione where the milk is produced are horri- 
bles The stockyards exposure would he 
nothing to this milk exposé if people only 


knew the truth. 


Denies Injury to Dairies. 

“Mr. Meyers and his colleagues say that 
‘the bill will ruin many of the dairies in the 
northern part of the state. 
believe dairies would prosper under it. But 
even if that were true, it means either that 
these dairies must be improved or a thousand 
ehildren will die this summer. The bill means 
that 75 per cent of the infant mortality will 
be stopped in and around Chicago. 

“Ag an expert, I say that milk is the greatest 
hatural culture for bacteria in the world. 
That it must be prepared in sanitary places 
and that the.cows must be kept clean is im- 
perative to the health of any community. 
Now we havé a man who says ‘ No,’ that it 
shall not be done, because he is afraid some 
of his constituents might not like it.” 


Milk Continually in Danger. 

Dr. Gudeman is supported in his conten- 
tion for the necessity for pure milk by Dr. 
H. L. Russel, professor of bacteriology in 
the University of Wisconsin, who says: 

*“ Milk is continually subject to contami- 
nation after.it is drawn. The major part of 
the infection occurs on thefarm. The degree 
of care exercised while the product is in the 
hands of the milk producer is the determin- 
ing factor in the course of the bacterial 
changes involved.’’ 

A recent bulletin of the Maseachueetts 
state board of health announces: 

“The public needs proper education that 
proper milk is a necessity, and that-infant 


sickness and funerals can be reducéd 40 per 


cent.”” 


THEATER TICKET €XTORTION 
STILL GOES ON IN CHICAGO.. 


Manager of Garrick Openly, Defies the 
City Authorities by Apparent Col- 
lusion with Speculators. 


Brokers and theater managers are contin- 
uing their open defiance of the ordinance 
against theater ticket speculating recently 
passed by the city council. One of the most 
persistent offenders is the management of 
the. Garrick -theater, whose manager, Her- 
bert C. Duce, was arrested several, weeks 
ago, along with seven other theater mana- 
gers, for violation of the ordinance. 

Persons who went to the Garrick theater 
box office yesterday and requested seats 
for this evering were told that the best they 
could get was toward the rear of the house. 
Patrons not satisfied with this treatment 
then would go to H. N. Waterfall’s ticket 
‘* brokerage’ office in the Palmer house or 
to some similar place and buy good seats in 
the first row by paying 50 cents each as a 
premium. It was evident that collusion ex- 
ists between the speculators and the Garrick 
theater management. 

In spite of the ordinance, tickets for prac- 
tically every downtown theater are fur- 
nished to the “ brokers,”’ who continue their 
illegal “‘graft’’ on the public, appafently 
without fear of prosecution. 

The cases against the managers and specu- 
lators, which have been continued twice, 
will be heard by Judge Fake in the Municipal 
court next Wednesday. Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Wade is.** pessimistic * as to the 
outcome.

BOARD OF EDUCATION PLANS 
ELIMINATION OF RED TAPE. 


President Ritter Believes Restrictions 
Placed on Bidders for Small Con- 
tracts Are Too Prohibitive. 


Sweeping reforms in business methods of 
the board of education will be made by Presi- 
dent Emil W. Ritter as a result of the dis- 
covery yesterday that business concerns will 
not bid for school board contracts because of 
the large amount, of red tape they are com- 
pelle@ to go through before contracts can 
be obtained. 

An investigation was begun as a result of 
failure on the part of thirty-eight out of 
forty manufacturers of machinery to bid on 
manual training equipment for the schools. 
President Ritter said the inability to obtain 
competition was causing the loss of thou- 
sands of dollars to the board annually. He 
at once directed letters to all firms that had 
failed to submit bids, asking that they tell 
him frankly why they hadrefused. Without 
exception the manufacturers said they could 
better afford to lose the board’s business than 
go through the red tape demanded of them. 

‘ Every firm bidding for board contracts,”’ 
said President Ritter, ‘‘is compelled, first 
of all. to send a certified check with his bid. 
He is them called upon to make an affidavit 
or two, and finally file a bond as a guar- 
antee to perform his contract. Im the grant- 
ing of small contracts it is absurd to subject 
the bidders to these restrictions. When bids 
are made on a narrow margin for a small 
job contractors cannot afford to go through 
all this red tape.”’ 


TIN TORE SUPRAGEPE 


Miss Edith Rieder, President of ‘Uni- 
versity League, Cheered When She 
Telle of Plans to Defy Assessors 
and Tax Gatherers and Dare Mere 
Man to Put Sisterhood in Jail— 
Lobby Going toe Springfield to 
fiorm Legislature.

Mere man will be no longer allowed to 
trample on the rights of women with impun!- 
ty. The suffragists of Chicago are about to 
take the field and wage open warfare, along 
the lines of their English sisters, the “ suf- 
fragettes,”’ upon such masculine authorities 
as governors, judges, and tax collectors. 

The gage of battle was thrown down yester- 
day at a meeting held in the Palmer house 
.by Miss Edith Rieder, president of the Equal 
Suffrage league of the University of Chicago. 
who declared amid cheers that the time of 
epeechmaking and petitions had passed and 
the moment arrived when women must arm 
for the fray and change their attitude from 
that of the suppliant to that of a stern and 
unrelenting foe. 

The meeting, which was held under the 
auspices of the North Side Woman's Suffrage 
association, was attended by representatives 
of the various similar bodies throughout the 
city, and the utmost enthusiasm greeted Miss 
Riedeéer’s warlike utterances. 


Will Refuse to Pay Taxes. 

The first step which is to be taken in the 
campaign will be made by the brigade of 
women property owners, who are to shut 
their doors on the assessor and the tax col- 
lector and refuse to contribute to a govern- 
ment in which they are not allowed a part. 
Miss Rieder promised confidently that in 
spite of the well known tyrannical character 
of men they would not dare to put the Women 
in prison, or at least, she added as an after- 
thought, * not all of them.’’ 

This move, however, will mark but the 
opening of the campaign, for those humbler 
warriors who do not possess property must 
be given an opportunity to take a part in the 
fight and receive the crown of martyrdom if 
any such decoration shall be distributed. The 
plan of battle has not yet been fully devel- 
oped, but it promises to follow along the lines 
adopted by the English “ suffragettes " who 
endeavored to storm the house of commons. 


“Lobby” Going to Springfield. 

Miss Rieder announces that a friend of hers 
is at present in-England investigating con- 
ditions there, and has already reported that 
the tactics pursued by the women suffragists 
of that country have been most fruitful of 
results. As a preliminary step a lobby is to 
be sent down to Springfield, which, doubtless, 
may prove the nucleus of a storming party 
should that step be decided upon by the gen- 
erals in command. 

The meeting was also addressed by Mrs. 
Justice Catherine Waugh McCulloch, who, 
in view of her recent election as an officer 
sworn to enforce the law, was conseryative 
in her opinion as to the advisability of set- 
ting the law at defiance.

MANY BOATS ON THE LAKE 


CHARLES SCATES COMPILES IN- 
FORMATION FOR AMATEURS. 


Seven Squadrons Have 226 Yachts of 
All Glasses Enrolled—Secretary of 
Controlling Organization Completes 
Year Book Which Is Far Different 
from Others—Work Shows Many 
Changes Among Owners and Nu-« 


merous Additions to Fleets. 


Secretary Charles Scates of the Lake Mich- 
igan Yachting association has placed in. the 
hands of the printers what {s claimed will be 
the most elaborate and complete year book 
ever issued by the organization. 

According to Secretary Scates’ figures, 
which will appear in the book, there are at 
present 226 yachts of all classes divided 
among the squadrons of the Chicago, Co- 
lumbia, Jackson Park, Chicago Athletic as- 
sociation, Milwaukee, Macatawa Bay, and 
White Lake Yacht clubs.. Changes in owner- 
ship have been numerous since the close 
of last season, while a number of new yachts 
have been built or are in course of comstruc- 
tion. 

The compilation of the work has covered 
a period of several weeks, in which time the 
secretaries of the various yacht clubs have 
codperated with Mr. Scates to the extent 
that all possible information: of interest to 
the sailors of Lake Michigan has been in- 
corporated in the forthcoming book. It will 
be issued soon after May 1. 

Heretofore the year book has contained 
merely the bylaws and rules of the L. M. 
Y. A. together with the classified list of the 
boats enrolled and the names of the owners. 
This year the officers have gone further, and 
in addition to the classified lists have added 
an alphabetical roster of every yacht owner 
on the lake, with the name of the yatch sailed 
by each. 

Another innovation will be a Mst of allof 
the most important events scheduled for the 
season by the various organizations. Among 
other information the work is to contain 
every club enrolled in the association to- 
gether with the lists of officers, regatta com- 
mittees, and delegates, as well as the usual 
rules, regulations, signal coder, etc.

BILL SQUIRES MAKES GOOD IM- 
PRESSION ON COAST SPORTS. 


Australian Champion Lands in San 
Francisco and Begins Business of 
Arranging Matches—Is Willing to 
Meet Burns or O’Brien and Would 
Fight Jeffries if He Is Successful— 
. Mike Schreck’s Services in Demand 
in Nevada Since Recent Victory.

Bill Squires. heavyweight champion of Aus- 
tralia, dropped In on the San Francisco sports 
on Wednesday and made a favorable impres- 
sion.

Squires is not a big hulk of a fellow. In 
fact, he can train down to as low a weight as 
can Burns, but prefers to dea! out his wallops 
weighing between 175 and 180 pounds. Heis 
a bit taller than Burns, and is built on the 
lines of Tom Sharkey. but not so chesty.

Burns has been seeking trouble with the 
Australian ever since it was hinted he would 
invade this country, and to make sure none 
of the other heavies would beat him t»> the 
match he placed his business in the hands of 
Jim Coffroth of San Francisco. Jim was on 
hand when Bill stepped ashore and im- 
mediately broached the subject. a fight be- 
tween Squires and Burns. Bill said he was 
not averse to meeting Tommy or O’Brien 
should their Los Angeles match peter out. or 
should they fight. that he would be at the 
ringside and challenge the Winner. 

At that time it was not positively known 
whether Tommy and Jack would ffght. Since 
then, however, arrangements have been per- 
fected regarding the purse and they will 
come together on May 8. The much talked 
of $30,000 purse will not be the incentive, but 
a good guarantee with a split of the receipts 
has been promised the fighters. 

Tommy and Jack were offered $25,000 to 
fight at Rhyolite, Nev.. and Mr. Skinner, who 
offered the purse, was ready to deposit the 
money in a bank, but they and Manager Mc-

Discusses Foster’s Criticism. 

In a recent article R. F. Foster attributes 
the decline in whist interest to the influence 
of Cavendish and the system of American.

Replying in the last number of Bridge, EL 
well defends the conventions and refers to 
“a writer well known for his cleverness ia 
filling up space with matter whieh Js un- 
sound and illogical.” 

Mr. Elwell justly says that the popularity 
of whist reached its highest point when the 
systems of Cavendish and Trist were in gep- 
eral use and that the downfall of the game 
was caused by the systems of Foster, Howell, 
and many others. 

Elwell undoubtedly is right. In team of 
four contests, which urfortunately are of 
rare occurrence, the old Cavendish game stfll 
is stronger than any other.

PARIS, April 20.—The inhabitante of Or- 
leans have been almost.as much excited dur- 
ing the last few days ag were their ancestors 
on May day in 1429. The cause of their pertur- 
bation is the decree of Prime Minister Clem- 
enceau that in the next annualcelebration of 
the deliverance of Orleans by Joan d’ Arc, the 
prefect, mayor, and’ various other function- 
aries mast not participate officially. The first 
interpretation. of this dictum acted like a 
stroke of lightning on the Orleans people, 
who have come to regard this celebration as 
an event little short of being annually in- 
spired through the spirit of the heroine, 

The procession starts from the supposed 
site of tne old gate of the city, whence Joan 
led the French to drive out the British, and 
ends at the cathedral. Itis much more mystic 
and religious than civil, as the supernatural 
attributes of Joan necessarily enter into the 
ceremony from first to last. The festival 
occurs on May?7, and the people now are won- 
dering what it will look Nike stripped of its 
glorious trappings. 

The mayor of Orleans came to Paris the 
other day and pleaded with Clemenceau to 
permit the féte to be observed as formerly. 
It is related that the mayor's arguménts were 
accompanied by tears, but Clemenceau did 
not melt, 


Clemenceau Firm in Demand. 

Clemenceau, if he hasn't yielded, has at 
least explained that he distinguished between 
the civil and religious parts of the tradi- 
tional ceremony. He wants the civil part 
retained, and made even more imposing than 
usual, but the religious part must be con- 
ducted without any participation by the gov- 
ernment, because, he says, this separation 
is necessary as a result of the separation of 
the church and state. 

He has informed the Orleans clergy that 
they will be entitled to places in the civil pro- 
cession to the battle ground if they desire to 
participate, but only in the capacity of sim- 
ple citizens. 

A delegation from the Orleans municipal 
council came to Paris on Wednesday and 
obtained from the’ premier what, with an 
unwilling stretch of its imagination, it called 
‘* gatisfaction.”’ 

Clemenceau approved of the progam in 
which the military element, public officiaiz, 
and corporate bodies will participate. It is 
understood, however, that the public officials 
and corporate bodies should precede repre- 
sentatives of the clergy, who would be ad- 
mitted to participation in the cortége in the 
same way as philosophical, labor, or other 
societies. The clergy will be allowed to wear 
their sacerdotal vestments and carry ban- 
ners, but not to carry any religious emblems, 
such as crucifixes, relics, or chalices. 


No Religious Ceremonies. 

The procession this year will start from 
the city hall and not from the cathedral as 
hitherto. A halt will be made in front of the 
cathedral to allow the clergy to take their 


places.

LONDON, April 20.—Outbursts in the Ger- 

man press against ‘ England, or anything 
English, are usually followed by counter at- 
tacks in England, but the frenzied outpour- 
ings which have been appearing in the Ger; 
man newspapers, and in German subsidized 
papers published in Austria, denouncing 
King Edward's Mediterranean tour and his 
visits to King Alfonso and King Victor Em- 
manuel, have aroused not the least excite- 
ment in England beyond the publishing of 
dispatches from Berlin and other corre- 
spondents, who quote what the German 
papers have to say. 

Hardly a word of comment has appeared in 
the London press even, German talk about 
‘‘King Edward's relentless anti-German 
agitation,’’ and of “ coming war,” is passed 
over as apparently unworthy of notice. 


Interest in Kaiser’s Visit. 

The London press is much more interested 
in the forthcoming visit of the German em- 
peror, when he is promised a hearty welcome. 
It is expected that, given only fine weather, 
the Goodwood-Cowes week this year should 
be more than usually brilliant, with the 
promised presence of the German emperor. 

His majesty is to arrive in England on the 
Hohenzoliern about the end of July, and, ac- 
cording to the present arrangements, after 
anchoring in the roads at Cowes, will go from 
there to attend the Goodwood races, returning 
for the regatta, and doing some automobil- 
ing in the new forest. 

In the interval there will be the usual ex- 
change of royal hospitalities, Thursday dur- 
ing Cowes week being fixed for the big royal 
dinner on board the Victoria and Albert, 
while on the day following the kaiser will 
entertain King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
on the Hohenzollern. 


Thank Emperor for Dance.

LONDON TO HAVE PURE MILK 
DELIVERED IN PAPER PAILS. 


Alleged Cause of Great Deal of Infant 
Mortality in British Capital Soon to 
Be Done Away With.

LONDON, April 20.—Ameriocan’ generally, 

and particularly people who, like Nathan 
Straus, have _ so much in the way of 
prevention of ipfant mortality by securing 
pure milk, will be interested in what now is 
being ddohe in London to solve the vexed ques- 
tion of pure milk supply. 

For years and years London's milk supply 
has been blamed by medical men and health 
officers for a great deal of the infant mor- 
tality. Now the dairy companies are to de- 
liver milk at the doors of houses in paper 
pails or pitchers, which are said to be abso- 
lutely proof against germs and water. The 
paper pails are being made at a new factory 
at the rate of 50,000 daily, but they will re- 
quire to be turned out at the rate of some 
millions daily if the demand is to be met. 

These milk pails, made from wood pulp, 
can, of course, be used only once, but they 
will be cheaper than metal pails, pitchers, or 
glass bottles—for one reason, because al) 
labor of cleaning and sterilizing will be saved. 
The pail isa simple contrivance, twelve times 
lighter than the ordinary milk can, is strongly 
and is finished off, after being rendered 


heated up to 500 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Every path hasa close fitting flanged cover 


fixed, effectually seals the milk from any 
outside influence.

His Wealthy Ancestors. 


It was the Peruzzis—bankers in those days 
—who made the famous loan to Edward LII., 
which was never repaid, and which néw, 
with accumulated interest, would represent 
a sum that would come near breaking the 
Bank of England to restore. in his life of 
W. W. Story Henry James makes mention 
of this loan and of the efforts of the sculptor 
to obtain some restitution. A statue of 
Ubaldino Peruzzi adorns the Piazza Inde- 
pendenga in Florence. He was the syndico 
when Florence was Italy's capital and did 
much to promote Italian inaependence. The 
Medici connection came through a female 
branch of the latter house. 

The present Peruzzi palace is not the orig- 
inal one, which has fallen tnto decay and is 
tenanted by poor folk. The mansion which 
hears its name stands on the Via Maggiore, 
and.is supposed to have been the house of 
Bianca Capello. One floor of it is occupted 
by. Jerome Quay, the American consul at 
Florence. The rest of it is occupied by the 
marchesa and her sons. ‘The museum is sit- 
uated on the ground floor. 

The Storys were living in Rome when Edith 
married Commendatore Peruzzi. Mrs. Story, 
Migs Eldredge of Boston before she married 
William Wetmore Story, was then the recog- 
nized leager of Anglo-American society in 
the Eterna] City. Story'’s statue to herds the 
most beautiful monument in the English 
cemetery in Rome. Edith was the oldest 
child, a-strikingly beautiful girl and endowed 
with a most. charming personality, which 
made her a favorite of all the famous people 
wit whom her family was intimate. It 
was she to whom Thackeray first read his 
“ Rose and the Ring.” Hans Andersen told 
many of his fairy tales to her before publish- 
ing them. Mrs. Browning was devoted to 
her, and James Russell Lowell was one of 
her warm admirers. She is still a strikingly 
handsome woman, with all the grace of man- 
ner that characterizes the best representa- 
tives of Italian society. She always has re- 
mained true to her Protestant faith, but her 
sons have been reared in their father's creed, 
while the daughter follows the mother’s, as 
is customary with the offspring of Catholic 
and Protestant marriages in Italy.

, those 4 tched by Baroness Moh- 
renheim from Par through Princess Walde- 
mar apparently confirmed one another and 
berved to convince the czar, who, as shown 
by the Hohenlohe Memoirs, was always sus- 
Picious of Bismarck, that the latte¥ was play- 
ing a double game, and betraying the confi- 
dence which he had reposed in Germany's 
loyalty to the. three emperors’ alliance. It 
was then that Alexander decided to with- 
draw from the latter, and to form that 
alllance with France which has remained 
in existence ever since. In fact, the group- 
ing of Russia with France and the subse- 
quent formation of the alliance bet ween Ger- 
many, Austria, and Italy would probably 
never have taken place had it not been for 
those letters placed in the hands of Alex- 
ander lil. at Copenhagen. 

it was only much later—that isto say, after 
this new grouping of the powers had been 
organized—that the full story of the rdéle 
which the letters had played in the affair was 
revealed to a favored few, and the fact that 
they were forgeries was brought to light. 
Prince Reuss, summoned from Vienna to 
Berlin. was able to prove that he had never 
either written or even heard of the notes at- 
tributed to him, while Prince Ferdinand 
strenuously denied ever having written in 
the sense indicated to the countess of Flan- 
ders. The countess of Flanders, too, denied 
ever having received any letter from Prince 
Ferdinand asking her to communicate with 
her brother, the king of Roumania, and 
Queen Elizabeth was equally positive that 
the correspondence in question had never 
passed through her hands. From which it 
would appear that all the letters were for- 
geries. 


Object of the Conspiracy. 


The object of the conspiracy may be de- 
scribed as having been threefold. In the first 
place; it was designed to assist the raising of 
funds for Bulgaria. The various people in- 
terested in Prince Ferdinand’s success were 
fully aware that the sole possibility of main- 
taining him on his quasi throne was Sy fill- 
ing the empty Bulgarian treasury with for- 
eign gold, so as to enable the completion of 
the railroad system and to avoid increased 
taxation. 

Now there was no chance of getting money 
abroad so long as the great powers were 
hostile to the Coburg princelet, and the lat- 
ter’s reign in consequence bore an ephemeral 
aspect. But the moment it became known 
that Prince Bismarck was secretly support- 
ing Ferdinand, and that consequently his 
stay in Bulgaria was likely to become perma- 
nent, a whole crowd of fingnclers were pre- 
pared to furnish the funds required. 

This must account for Baron Mohrenheim’s 
extraordinary action in showing documents 
of such a confidential nature as the alleged 
note of Prince Reuss, and even Before the 
ezar had seen it, to people in authority at 
Paris. If there was any ulterior object in 
this it*was certainly attained, as immediately 
afterwards the Bulgarian treasury succeeded 
in obtaining the money which it needed. 


Orleanists in It, Too. 


Another object to be served by the con- 
spiracy was the increase of the estrangement 
between Germany and Russia, and the con- 
sequent necessity of the czar’s contracting, 
once and for all, an offensive and defensive 
alliance with France, in whi case the Or- 
leanists at any rate expected that he would 
throw his whole influence into the balance 
in favor of monarchial restoration. 

Immediately. acquainted with the morose 
yet upright character of the late czar, the 
conspirators rightly took it for granted that 
the latter, having learned what he consid- 
ered to be the underhanded intrigues of Bis- 
marck by means beyond the channels of or- 
dinary diplomacy, he was not likely to make 
the matter a subject of official complaint. 
It was, on the contrary, much more probable 
that he would silently brood over the chan- 
cellor’s treachery, and allow it to become the 
secret motive of his action against Germany.

The conspirators hoped 
to be able to convince the kaiser that Prince 
Bismarck was the principal obstacle to peace 
and friendship between the two nations, and 
by these means to. insure the chancellor's 
downfall, The latter object was not at- 
tained. But the plotters were successful in 
their other two aims. 
It is only fair to add that no one acquainted 
Princess Waldemar aver dreamed for 
one moment of imputing to her any complic- 
ity in the intrigue. But the people interested 
in the success of the plot were aware of her 
Gallic hatred and distrust of Prince Bis- 
marck, of her ardent French patriotism, and 
of the fact that she was the favorite com- 
panion of Alexander LII. in his long pedes- 
trian expeditions at Fredensburg. They, 
therefore, used her as an unconscious and 
innocent instrument to place the forged let- 
ters of Prince Reuss, of Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, and of the countess of Flanders, be- 
fore her impérial brother-in-law. 


War Forced on Russia. i 


Every one of the numerotis wars that has 
been waged by Russia upon Turkey during 
the last 100 or 150 years has been of a popu- 
lar tharacter, and has been forced upon the 
oft reluctant government of the czar by the 
will of the Muscovite people. In fact, it is 
notorious that in 1877 Alexander II. was 
extremely averse to any armed conflict with 
the sublime porte. He was obliged to yield, 
however, to the overwhelming trend of na- 
tional sentiment, which always has been 
influenced. in its determination to secure pos- 
session of Constantinople by the political 
will and testament of Peter the Great, in 
which he imposed upon his successors and 
upon the Russian people, forall time, as their 
most sacred duty, the obligation to free their 
fellow Christians in the Ottoman empire 
from the thralldom of the Turk, and to re- 
store the cross in lieu of the crescent to the 
majestic dome of the ancient basilica, now 
thé mosque, of St. Sofia, at Stamboul. 

That will of Peter the Great, which is so 
largely responsible for what is known in old 
world politics as the eastern question, and 
which has been the cause of so many san- 
guinary wars, not alone between Russia and 
Turkey, but also with other powers. such as 
Great Britain, France, and Sardinia, has been 
shown, by careful historical research, to be 
nothing more than a forgery. 


KAISER URGES SIMPLE LIVING. 


Imperial Note Circulated Among Offi- 
cers of Army and Navy Restricts 
Regimental Menu. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
{[Copyright: 1007: By the New York Herald. ] 
BERLIN, April 20.—The emperor has a 

decided desire to promote temperance and 
simple living among officers of the army and 
navy, as recently manifested by an imperial 
note circulated among the regiments. The 
note, which emanates from the emperor 
direct, states that during a midday meal 
which the kaiser attended at one of the regi- 
mental messes he was extremely annoyed to 
see the luxuriousness and profuseness dis- 
played in regard to table delicacies, including 
French champagne. 

In his note the emperor expresses a desire 
tantamount to a command that when he is 
present at any regimental meal the menu 
should be restricted to soup, fish, vegetables, 
roast, cheese, and butter. Beverages should 
consist of simple red or white table wines or 
a claret glass of German champagne might 
be handed round on occasions as an accom- 
paniment while “ braten’’ is being served, 
Liqueurs after meals are tabooed. also all 
other beverages. 

These restrictions, together with the em- 
Pperor’s endeavors to suppress all expensive 
sports in the army, such ag polo, show his 
keen desire to bring the German officers’ 
mental and physical qualities to the highest 
standard possibie. 


FOR TRADE BOOM. 


Will Ask Nations to Enter 
Into Commercial Relations | 
Under New Tariff. a 


MILITIA COST IS HIGH, 


Crities Censure Increase in Ap- 
propriations Said to Be Main- 
ly for Official Salaries. 


Ottawa, Ont., April 18.—[Special Corre- 
sponéence.J]—Sir Richard Cartwright, act- 
ing prime minjater of Canada in Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier’s absence, intimates that ne- 
gotiations for new trading relations 
with other nations are about to be entered 
upon. The Canadian ministers attending the 
colonial conference are to approach the Euro- 
pean countries with which Canada is trading, 
with the view of inducing them to take ad- 
vantage of the Canadian intermediate tariff. 
He is of opinion that within a reasonable 
time Canada will be admitting various classes 
of manufactured and other goods from those 
countries in return for equivalent concessions, 
At present 85 per cent of Canada’s imports 
are received from the United States and 
Great Britain. 

This matter of the intermediate tariff being 
up in the senate, the discussion jumped to the 
resolution adopted in the commons, to go into 
operation at the discretion of the government, 
limiting the British preference to goods 
brought in through Canadjan ports alone. 

Senator Ellis spoke strongly against any 
action calculated to block trade through the 
United States. While he would not say 
the enforcement of the resolution would lead 
to the abrogation of the bonding privilege, 
it would certainly be regarded by the United 
States as an unfriendly act, The subject was 
then dropped. In the meantime an impres- 
sion is growing outside that Campbell-Ban- 
nerman’s government would, if it could, 
facilitate the establishment of a reciprocity 
agreement between the United States and 
Canada, as calculated to remove causes of 
porsible froction between the ‘United States 
and Great Britain. 


Quebec Province Aroused. 

Col. Sam Hughes’ attack on the French eo- 
clesiastics in Canada has called forth a 
strong exhibition of feeling in Quebec prov- 
ince. What the colonel said was brought out 
by an appropriation for French immigration. 
Lavergne expressed the hope that some of 
the expelled clergymen would be among the 
future accessions from France, as they were 
the best class Canada could have; and the 
colonel interposed the remark: ‘‘ A curse to 
the country.” 

This gave rise to warm passages, and R. 
L. Borden, the*colonel’s political chief, with 
an anxious eye on the French conservative 
vote in the province of Quebec, emphatically 
dissented from his own follower. Bourassa, 
in return for Hughes’ slap at the Roman 
Catholic priests, had a fling at the Protestant 
Salvation army people who, he said, were 
advertising happy homes in Canada for ex- 
convicts, tramps, drunkards; and ‘ Hooli- 
gans.’ It was a lively little scrimmage while 
it lasted but it did not last long, the leaders 
on both sides discouraging a topic ao brimful 
of danger. 

Censure Militia Expense. 

The militia expenditures are attacked on 
all sides aé a result of the overhauling given 
the year’s appropriations in the house. In 
ten years the total has increased from 4 
little over $2,000,000 a year to $5,500,000, of 
which $4,250,000 stands for outgoings that in 
1896 barely exceeded $1,000,000. The in- 
creases unfortunately prove not to be fora 
stronger and more effective militia, for arms, 
munitions, and fighting material in general, 
but for salaries and administration.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

‘The city administration is to eXert its 
influence at Springfield in bebalf of bills to 
amend the special assessment law. The 
law, is confessedly imperfect. Because of 
its incompleteness many needed public 
improvements are halted. -: 

It will take more than a change in the 
law to reform the special assessment sys- 
tem as it has prevailed in Chicago. There 


= 


introduction of business principles. * The 
interests of the city and the property 
owners demand it. When the municipal- 
ity wishes to pave a street its officials 
assess the property owners. to get the 
money they think is needed, and: then, pro- 
ceed to spend it with that easy indiffer- 
ence to results which is characteristic of 
those who spend other people's money. 
They permit bad pavements to be laid. 
They do not enforce the guarantees for 
the’ maintenance of pavements in good 
condition. 

When a private corporation has work 
done for it it exacts .good work of the 
contractor. It makes him live up to 
specifications. It does not depend on in- 
spectors of whose honesty it has no as- 
surance. If Chicago pavements and sew- 
ers were to be constructed on private ac- 
count they would be better built and 
would cost less. Pavements would not 
wear out so soon, and property. owners 
would not have to begin on a frésh as- 
sessment soon after they were through 
with an old one. 

A large percentage of the millions col- 
lected annually under the special .assess- 
ment system is wasted. The new com- 
missioner of public works knows what 
good cause property owners have to com- 
plain. of the unbusinesslike methods of 
the officials who have had the spending of 
their money. Mayor Busse is a business 
man. So is Mr. Hanberg. Between them 
they can, and will, introduce business in- 
telligence and methods in a department of 
the municipal service where they .have 
been unknown for years. That: will 
mean a saving of millions to the real es- 
tate owners of CHicago. 


KIDNAPING., 

The infamous character of the crime vf 
kidnaping is illustrated by the daily items 
which mention possible-clews to the where- 
abouts of the Marvin boy.. The anxiety 
of the family is easily imagined. . The un- 
certainty, which is far worse than the 
knowledge of death, has an element of 
agony about it which every parent under- 
stands. It is a pathetic story which tells 
of a distracted father hurrying hither and 
thither to trace down rumors, always 
hopeful that the lost child has been found, 
and each’time returning home sad and 
disheartened. The story is a human one. 
It. needs no amplifying. Every one un- 
derstands it and appreciates its signif- 
cauce, 

It is this feeling which has led law- 
makers to place kidnaping in the list of 
infamous crimes along with murder, coun- 
terfeiting, forgery, and crimes againxt 
women. The convic —-< ° dmaper can 
never again vote at any \ ion, hold any 
office of.honor, trust, o ‘*, or serve 
on a jury. So far as cith »p is con- 
cerned he is an outcast.among his fellows, 
and yizhtly so. 

Tue law of Illinois provides that kid- 
naping for the sake of extorting a ran- 
som may be punished by death or by im- 
prisonment,.for life, or for a smaller term 
not less than five years. The extreme 
penalty is none too severe. Human nature 
can bear much, but the living death 
which the father. and mother of a kid- 
naped child endure is intolerable. There is 


no end of the disturbing anxiety and grief. 
There is no chance of settling down with | 
resignation to fate. There is always the 

springing hope that some report may really 

be true, that the kiinaped ehild may at 

last bo reclaimed. A few such alterna- 

tions of hope’ ard despair soon use up 

vitality. 

The individual case always has its spe- 
cial appeal.to popular interest.. Now it is 
the Marvin boy.. The next day it may be 
some other father’s child. It is only by 
capturing and convicting a kidnaper or 
two_and giving them the full penalty of 
the law that kidnaping can be made one 
of the rarest as it is one of the greatest 
crimes, e 


THE SORROWS OF BELA. 

It is impossible not to havé feelings of 
commiseration «for Bela W. Fatton of 
Uniontown, Pa., who was recently haled 
into court by Miss Hannah L. Zundel 
to show why ho should not pay her 
$10,000. for breach of marital promise. 
The case demonstrates what may happen 
to a thorghtless man: who has dallied with 
maiden affections but who, according to 
his’ own statements, has been snared by 
a superior being of the other sex, who 
was. determined he should marry. 

Mr. Patton relates that he “ just 
dropped jn” upon Miss Hannah in 1897 
and that he never. was in the house again 
until September, 1903, After waiting eight 
years it is strange he should have droppe 
in agnin, but he did, and apparently 
found his hostess more attractive, for 
he acknowledges he sat upon the sufa 
with his arm around her in’ “the ordi- 
nary way "—as if it were a common habit 
with him when calling upon ladies to sit 
upon a sofa with his arm around them. 
But he denied any other manifestation 
of affection. Indeed, he stoutly claimed 
this was not. any such manifestation. 
Evidently it seemed to him the proper 
way to sit when one “drops in” to sée 
n lady. Mr. Patton dropped in several 
times more and sat the same tray every 
time, but made no other affectionate dem- 
onstration. When counsel for plaintiff 
asked him if he meant.to say that he sat 
on the sofa and never even stole a kiss, he 
resented the question as a reflection upon 
his "character for honesty, and indignantly 
szid. that he was not in the habit of steal- 
ing things, : 

Mr. Patton showed no sign of going 
auy further than to drop in and formally 
entirele the lady's waist. She, according to 
his statement, began to get impatient, and 
at last, one December evening, both sit- 
ting om the sofa and he with his arm 
mechanically encircling ber, she proposed 
to hin. He began to withdraw the arm. 
She then, as an inducement, offered him 
her interest in $22,000 worth of: coal 
lands. He withdrew’ bis arm altogether 
and told her that’ his hands were tied. 
She pressed him to we ied but he meals

He.is learning the tse- 
ful lesson that he must not sit on a sofa 
with his arm round a young woman when 
he merély drops -in to call—for,. if tov 
often repeated, some may think it sufi- 
cient justification for saving feathers for 
the tick. 


LITTERING THE STREETS. 

With a highly commendable enthusiasm 
of Office Commissioner Hahberg hhs an- 
nounced that he proposes to do everything 
in. his. power to sée that-the streets are 
kept’ clear of dirt and refuse. « He, ‘is. 
aware that the ordinances cover the of- 
fense daily committed by cleaners and 
sweepers who depnsit dirt, «paper, and 
cigar stubs in the gutters, and he knows 
what authority he has under the law ‘to 
put a stop to this: abomination. Such is 
his confidence in his fellow citizens that 
he has called upon them to aid him in 
the observance of the ordinahce and has 
expressed the hope that their public spirit 
will prove a potent factor in keeping the 
city clean. 

There is, however, grave reason for the 
fear that public spirit will be hardly suffi- 
cient to check the abuse. While there are 
mrany well disposed persons who scrupu- 
lously refrain ffom contributing to . the 
general litter, they are likely -to become 
discouraged -when they note what little 
effect seemingly their good example has 
on their more careless and indifferent 
neighbors. It may be apprehended also 
that the commissioner 6f public works 
will soon learn that his good ‘intentions, 
coupled with his wise recommendation. 
will not have the salutary effect desired 
unless backed up by the strong arm. of tlie 
law reached out to seize the offender and 
bring him to a realization of his evil: doing. 
The announcement has gone forth that 
drastic measures will he taken to enforce 
the ordinance, but if the drastic measures 
are confined merely to expostulation and 
reqyests for public codperation not much 
will be accomplished. 

Prompt prosecution and the imposition 
of adequate finés will soon convince ‘the 
offending citizens that they will not’ be al- 
lowed’ to frustrate the efforts of ‘the de- 
partment. of public: works to.keep the 
streets clean. Not a little of the offensive 
condition of-the downtown streets is due to 
carelessness that can be detected and pun- 
ished. The appeal to public spirit is a 
polite: beginning which must quickly give 
Way to an assuratce that the authorities 
are in earnest. 


ENGLAND’S COLONIES. 

The statement made by Mr. Deakin, the 
prime minister of the commonwealth of 
Australia, that the English colonial of- 
fice is farther from the colonies than ‘the 
colonies are from the colonial office, has 
much significance. The American colonies 
before the revolution comp: ined often 
of the slowness of the home government 
in giving attention to matters of vital im- 
portance on this side of the water. It 
was the inability or unwillingness to ap- 
preciate’ the. situation. in . Améfica’ that 
brought about the rebellion which se- 
cured the independence of a new nation. 
There are indications that some of the 
colonies of the present day have the sime 
feeling. 

Preparatory to this meeting of repre- 
sentatives of colonial government’ it. was 
said in Canada that the home government 
had little idea of the needs of the dominion. 
It was asserted that the average English- 
man had little conception of the eftént 
of territory under the British flag-, in 
North America and as a consequente could 
not understand the différent interests to he 
taken into account. A feeling of .discon- 
tent was manifested with existing condi- 
tions, and while no definite plen for the 
future was suggested, there’ was plain 
indication of an unrest boding trouble for 
the future. 

The same sort of a situation has evi- 
dently developed in Australia, a continent 
far removed from England in another di- 
rection. There, as in Canada, a spirit is 
being manifested to organize such a mili- 
tary force as'to make it possible for the 
people to. defend themselves without aid 
from the mother country, What that may 
mean in the future is possibly: indicated 
by a recollection of what happened here 
just before the revolution. If, as Mr. 
Deakin asserts, England permitted an- 
other strong European continental power 
to get a foothold in the neighborhood of 
Australia despite the earnest warning of 
the latter, there is added. ground:for dig- 
content. If Australia can defend itself 
without English aid and England seems 
careless of Australian welfare, the time 


| may come when there will be serious con- 


sideration of the real value of Englinh 
overlordship. 

The world has long heen familiar. with 
the idea of a greater Britain, upon which 
the sun never sets, a Britain of widely 
diverse interests. It is an attractive pic- 
ture. But it is evident that wise states- 
manship and exceptional administrative. 
skill are needed to hold together such a 
vast empire. Sentiment about Anglo- 
Saxon supremacy of the world is one 
thing. Intelligent government of such dif- 
fering dominions as those In Canada, Aus- 
tralia, South Africa, and India is an- 
other. 


AMERICAN PLACE NAMBES. 

Ambassador Bryce is more. familiar 
with the American constitution than with 
American place names. -He has recently 
discovered that there are too many-dupill- 
cates—that there are numerous Washing- 
tons, while there should be but one. Nor 
does he approve of the miscellaneous -bor- 
rowing of names of old world cities. He 
thinks there should be but one London in 
the world, and that it is. in bad taste to 
have a Canadian: London. — . 

Adam gave names offhand to the beasts 
of.the field and the fowl of the dir, but 
the settlers of this country and of Can- 
ada have not found it an easy task to 
give names to all the streams, cities,: and 
villages. Mr. Bryce says the ‘Indians

The most 
euphonious of Indian names would not in- 
duce the citizens of Springfield, Ill., or 
London, Ont., to make a change. 


TROPICAL DISEASES. 

An ‘incident connected’ with the rapid 
development of interest in the conditions | 
of life in. tropical countties is the de- 
parture of one of the United States navy 
surgeons on an extended mission to investi- 
gate the diseases which have special .viru- 
lence in such regions. 

Whatever difference of onioide there 
may be respecting the actual improvement 
of. conditions resultant’ upon the. occupa- 
tion. of a:tfopical country by the repre- 
sentatives of a supposedly superior race; 
there is general agreement that in medical 
lines marked’ progress is to be expected. 
The missionary finds a knowledge of medi- 
cine one of the miost..valuable of ‘his as- 
sets.: Disease is so. prevalent. and the 
methods of fighting: it-are so crude that 
scientific treatment by a kindly: man or 
woman opens the doors for: religious in- 
struction where, otherwise, distrust would 
prove a difficult barrier to break down. 

In like manner where’ political occupa- 
tion is followed-at once: by immediate steps 
to inyprove sanitary and ‘health. conditions 
the recognition of the béon conferred _be- 
comes an important. element in‘ future re- 
lationships., What has been’ done*by the 
authorities of the United States-in Cuba, 
in the canal zone, and ih the Philippines 
to: less¢n the death: rate ‘may easily be 
counted as the greatest Detiefit conferred 
upon those parts of the world. To find 
the real conditions under which pestilence 
spreads and. thus: be betttr-able.to cneck 
it is a purpose which cannot be too highly 
commended. : 

The maval expert mentioned will take:a 
short course ‘of instruction in’ London. 
Then he will inspect schools in. Germany 
and France, where. tropical disease prob- 
lemS are being studied. “After that pre- 
lHiminaty. preparation -he wills visit Egypt, 
India, and the Plilippines, making care- 
ful’ investigations, gathering all possible 
dita, and fitting himself to be an expert 
adviser for future medical workers in 
fropical countries. He will make a ful! re- 
port to the government on his return from 
his long trip in.search of. information 
about these:tropical diseases. Such an in- 
vestigation. by a navalsurgeon of standing 
calls attention to a feature of govern- 
ment activity which is not so spectacular 
as that connected with a*naval display, a 
torpedo boat exhibition, oF the testing of a 
big gun, but which, in the iong run,’ has 
far more value to humanity.

At Antioch, in Sicily, on the rude 
coasts of Gaul and of Rome, were found great Greek scholars who 
bore in their hands the torehes of light. Rut for contact with the 
Greeks the Romans would bave remained rude barbarians; at best, they 
but coyered their brutality with the outward film of Greek culture. At 
home a‘bear fight always was more popular than the theater. The 
Romans produced no philosophy; they created: no drama. Their great- 
est map, Caesar, was more Greek than’ Roman: ‘Horace but warbled 
in exquisite verse the dying notes of Epicureanism.. When the Roman 
empire fell Europe hastenéd on to the ages of darkness, but throngh- 
out the middle ages the Arabs kept aflame the torches of Greek cul- 
ture until the crimson dawn of the renaissance announced the approach 
of a better day. The renaissance. was the chiid of Greece... Without 
the renaissance we would have had no modern world. The Greeks un- 
questionably were the most cultured people. that ever trod this planet. 

- Not In dark colors would I paint our present civilization, nor do I 
sympathize with Ruskin, Morris, and Carlyle, who fain would roll the 
centuries back and live again the life of the old Greek world. How 
bright in 'sky-line and soul-shine the picture of that great soul enkind- 
ling epoch, the Periclean age! .But while Plato: was discussing phi-

This earth has seén but one Parthenon. Not all the'wealth of all the

ture, even in ifs decline. 

‘-In_her philosophy the glory of. Greece stands revetled in more 
transcendent atid enduring: ferm than all the creations of ‘her chisel 
or brush’or in the’triumph of her architecture. 

. This world has seer: but one Socrates. Macaulay, while depicting 
with ill-concealed scorn the utter frnitlessness of Greek philosophy, has 
described: in glowing rhetoric the triumphant march of the Bac nian 
inductive aciencé. 

But it is not trne that che’ great Greek thinkers from Thales to 
Aristotle lived in, vain. They were perhaps the most independent _in- 
vestigators. the ;world ever has known. : Socrates, indeed, was the 
Columbus of thought:' His Giscovery of the formula of true liberty and 
dignity, says Davidson, was the greatest ever made by a human being, 
made moral life possible, and permaneéat return to despotism impossible. 

In science the achievements of the Grecks were less conspicuous 
than in the domain of art. Science is cumulative. Our science as 
well, as our . civilization rests upon the shoulders of the great Greek 
scietitists—Hippocrates, Galen, Aristotle, Archimedes, Euclid, and Ap-

|ASKS NEW ABSTRACT LAW 


PROPOSES REFORMS. 


Believes Business Methods and iIn- 
demnity Fand of $1,000,000 Will 
Be Aid te Real Estate World— 
Deals Last Week Commonplace 
New Depot Deal Pending—Big 
Building for People’s Gas Company 
Projected.

A bill is now pending before the legislature 
the effect of which is to assist Abel Davis, 
county! recorder, in increasing the business 
of the abstract department of his office. 

It is generally conceded that in line with 
all improvements made in the recorder’s 
office Mr, Davis has organized an efficient 
abstract department, and has succeeded in 
bringing to the attention of the lawyers and 
real estate meh the fact that the recorder’s 
office is furnishing well made abst. acts at 
prices which are 50 per cent lower than those 
charged by private companies. 

Based on his knowledge of the views of the 
people purchasing abstracts and the practical 
application of the present law authorizing 
the recorder of this county to make abstracts, 
Mr. Davis is now asking the legislature to 
make certain changes in the law. 


Issues Pamphlet on Bill. 

In a pamphlet fssued by him are set forth 
some arguments in favor of the pending bill, 

“As compared with the work done by the 
abstract department from Jan. 1 to April 1, 
1906, the work done for a similar period in 
1907 shows an increase of 35 per cent," says 
Mr. Davis. He asks for the establishment of 
an indemnity fund of $1,000,000 to guarantee 
the accuracy of abstracts made by him. The 
present law provides for an indemnity of only 
$100,000, and the process of accumulating the 
fund has been so slow that there are now 
‘only a few thousands in the fund. Under the 
proposed method of establishing the new 
$1,000,000 fund the fund will be of respectable 
size within the next few years. ~— 

“A-fund of any smaller size than $1,000,000,” 
che’ says, “does not appeal to the average 
lawyer and real estate man who may have 
purchased a piece of property valued at $1,000 


of the abstract companies now doing most of 
the business in Cook county’has a capital 
-gtock. of $5,000,000, which fact is brought 
foreibly to the minds of prospective pur- 
chasers in all cases of competition. The 
establishment of a fund of at least $1,000,000 
is an absolute essential to the success of the 
abstract department of the recorder's offices.” 


Wants Business Methods. 


Besides asking for the establishment of 
the million dollar indemnity fund, he is ask- 
ing for changes in the law which would 
permit him and the county board to employ 
business methods in the administration of 
his office. 

He proposes to give the county board the 
right to settle and adjust all claims with the 
consent of the recorder, and urges that since 
ultimately the recorder must reimburse the 
courtty for any such damages made 
he will do all in his power to see that the 
abstracts are correctly made, and that no 
claims for damages will be allowed except 
such as can be sustained by court proceed- 
ings. 

The recorder ie further asking for an ab- 
solute responsibility on the part of the 
county for all work done in the abstract de- 
partment, extending the responsibility not 
only to the persons purchasing abstracts 
but to all purchasers and incumbrancers of 
real estate in such abstracts of title. 

‘In the absence of a provision of this 
kind the county would be liable only to the 
person. who purchased the ‘abstract,’ he 
says. “‘In nearly every ingtance a reliance 
upon the contents of the abstract of title is 
made, not by’ the purchaser of the abstract, 
but by the purchaser of the property. It is 
usually the seller of the property who has 
the abstract continued and paye forit. He 
then delivers it over to the purchaser of the 
property or the incumbrancer thereof, who 
relies on the statements made by the recorder 
in the abstract of title.”

LA PORTE, Ind, April 16.—The 
purchase has been reedrded of ten acres 
of land ten miles east of this city, on 
the Little Kankakee River, for the 
building of a large power house.

In every business involving correspondence 
there ise a type of letter requiring answer 
which demands that it be not separated from 
the reply. It may be such a correspondence 
that the recipient of the letter doesn't wish to 
risk the chances of the ordinary letter file. 

With such a létter, place the plain back of 
it under the reply sheet with the carbon pa- 
per between, and keep your office copy of the 
reply upon thé back of the letter itself. Thus 
the possibility of misplacing two sheets is 
overcome; keep the letter safely and the re- 
ply takes care of itself.

Real Labor Wars in Europe, — ; 


By George L. O’Brien. 


N this country strikes have been mere 
skirmishes compared to some of the great 
labor wars that heave paralyzed cities and 
even whole countries in Europe. 

The recent dispute between the western 
railroads and their employés was settled by 
diplomacy, but even had the men quit work 
the strike would have been almost insig- 
nificant beside the great strike that began op 
the Russian railways ip October, 1905, and 
spread until: more than 1,000,000 men were 
involved. Both Mascow and St. Petersburg 
were completely isolated from the rest of the 
world, and the whole of European Russia 
was paralyzed, 

This was @ political strike, but it had all 
the effects and methods of an industrial con 
test. Business came to a standstill and 
famine stalked throughout the empire. Gas 
and electric lights went out. The water sup- 
ply ceased. Incendiarism ‘was rife, every- 
where rioters were going about in bands, and 
shops were plundered. For days there 
reignéd all the elements of civil war. 

Perhaps the most embarrassing feature of 
the disturbance, so far as the Russian gov- 
ernment was concerned, was the fact that 
the postal and telegraph employés joined in 
the movement, thus paralyeing the nerve 
system of the empire. For a time it seemed 
as if even the troops would strike—or mutiny 
~as the sailors did on some of the warships. 
The movement collapsed at last in bloodshed 
and red ruin. The-loss of life was unprece- 
dented. In Moscow alone 15,000 persons were 
officially reported to have been killed or 


wounded.

_: Spends Winter in the Big Woods ° 
and Summer in the Harvest Field.

§ there a skilled worker in Chicago wh 
would work eighteen hours a day f 
from $2.60 te $8? Who would work out 
doors in weather varying from a few 
degrees above sero to 05 in the shade, in 

rain, sleet, and snow, and many times waist 
deep in water? Who would sleep on the 


ground with three blankets for every*two 


men end only a small, Uaght tent to keep out 
the rain? Whe would eat al) hia meals out of 
Goors, whether it was raining, snowing, or 
fair, and who would depend-for two meale 
@ day on luneh packers who carried his 
“grub” trom one to five or ten miles on 
their backs? Who sometime woukt work 
from two to four days without sleep or stop- 
ping, except fer hie meals? 

Perhaps not.. In a city where all classes of 
workere are strongly organised and the cry 
of the eight hour day is the slogan of all whe 
labor with their hands it would be difficult 
to find a man who would submit to such 
hardships‘ in order to earn $15 to $18 a week. 

But there [8 a clase of men who yearly look. 
forwaré to that sort of thing, and who en- 
dure exposure, weariness, chilled andaching 
muscles without a murmur. They are known 
as “river pige"' in the spring and “ lumber 
jacks" in the winter. In the summer many 
of them are “junglers.” In the fall they 
are the men who are depended upon to har- 
veat ‘the vast wheat crops of western Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas.

Lumber Camp Not Monotonoys. 

The lumber jack is pictured as & man 
swinging an ax, year in and year out, living 
@ life of some hardship and no lack of mo- 
notony. But thete is little menotony ip a 
lumber camp in winter, there is none in the 
spring when the loge are driven down the 
streams, and there certainly is none ih each 
of the four sprees which are as regular as 
the seasons and a pay check. 

The lumberjack starts for the woods 
September or early October. If a new camp 
is to bé built many start earlier to provide 
the great, low log cabins in which the men 
are to spend the winter. By the middle of 
October or the first of November the camp is 
in full swing, trees are dropping regularly, 
teamsters are “ skidding” 1088, “ swamp- 
ers” are trimming off the branches ang pre- 
piring roads through the brush, and the 
“push ’ "is mapping out routes for the long 
hauls te the river or lake, 

The lumber jack is not so tired at the end 
of his long day of hard physical labor as the 
clerk behind the ribbon counter, and there- 
fore ip better able to enjoy the few hours 
between supper and bunk. Last.winter there 
was 8 logging camp in northern Wisconsin 
in which sixty men worked. Not one ef 
them but, could give.a creditable perform? 
ance of some sort if called upon, There were 
a couple of dozen violin players, many could

In the old days lumberjacks worked so far 
from a town it was impossible for them te 
reach a place where they could get liquor 
until the spring breakup. Now; when most:

berjack to work until Christmas, when he 
arews his time, gets ‘his check cashed in a 
saloon after walking to town, and then en- 
joye a four or five days’ spree. Another lum- 
always is ready to take him—the

so he goes back to the woods for ‘another 
three monthe. At the end of March he is 
again out of the woods with $100 or $1504n his 
pocket.

Once the liquor is out of them and the drive 
ia begun, they are ready for the work they 
like: beat. Up at 8 o'clock or before each

Cook Most Popular Man. | 
So long as the lumberjack gets good food 
he seldom objects to anything else But 
there probably is not a class of men in the 
country who make’ so frequent and earnest 
objections to the,neture of the food served 
them. More than one cook has been driven 
from eamp by complainte of the crew. If 
the food is not up to the standard hints 
are conveyed to the “push,’’ and a) sew 
cook ig sent out from the “ office,” 
When @ crew gets @ good cock he is the 


‘ most popular man in camp. He also is a 


czar, He runs the cook shang to suit him- 
self. All good lumber camps, for instance, 
have cules, established by the cook, that 
there is to be no at mealtime, Of 
course, @ man may ask some one to pase the 
“red horse,” but there is to be no “ hauling 
logs"* or other tales of past achievements. 
Were no such rule in force the mem would 
spend an hour at the table, while the cook 
and his corps of cookees would be com- 
pelled to wait that they might clear the 
table and ‘wash the @ishes. And it’ia no 
small job to wesh the dishes after a crew 
of from fifty to twe orthree hundred hungry 
men has ‘eaten. . 

While the driver in the spring gets from 
$2.50 to $3 a day, in ‘the woods the men get 
only $25 to $35 a month for sawing and 
‘swamping. _ Loaders get $40 and sometimes 
$50 or more. The cook gets $3 a day, and 
the “push” $4 or $5. Theclerk, who is one

There are many causes. 

The usual term of fh this 
country is from three to four years, though 
some trades nequire a training of five and 
even six years. You can hardiy blame a 


boy for not devoting this number, of years’ 


in learning a trade, when he will receive no 


and who: perhaps is only proficient Ip one 
branch of the trade. The world. now ts mov- 
ing too rapidly for any one to take four, five, 
er six years to learn a trade. 

After a boy has served four or five years 
in learning a trede there is a chance t 
some one will invent an automatic machine 
which will do away with his skillfulness en- 
tirely. This ts not a the@ry but a fact such 
as has been demonstratedin numepus trades 
Guring the last several years. 

Low wages is another cause which is dam- 
aging to apprenticeship. In many trades the 
reason for the low rate of wages paid appren- 
tices is that the great profit derived from ap- 
prentices is a mattér which is given close 
attention by the employer. A good example 
ef the foregoing is the rate of pay laid down 
for apprentices in the plumbing t 2 :

Compulsory school attendance laws and child 
labor laws have been leading factors in 
raising the age at which a boy may be ap- 
prenticed. In the eartfer dayaa boy | 
in when 14 years of age would have his 
learned by the time he was 18 or 19 years of 
age. Today a boy could not possibly finish 
his apprenticeship bagpre he reached the age 
of 20 or 21 years. 

Still another cause for the present disiike 
of apprenticeship can be traced to the disin- 
tegration of the different trades. At the 
present time there is a constant tendency 
towerd specialization and simplification ef 
the processes within a trade. ;

Gets Full Pay in a Month. 

A boy who has served his time as an ap- 
prentice and is qualified ag a first class me- 
chanic usually te put at one branch of his 
trade and remains there. Along comes an- 
other boy or an ordinary laborer without any 
training whatever; he is put alongside of 
the boy who has served four long years az 
an apprentice and is instructed in that same 
branch of the trade. In a month-or so he js 
earning just as mucli moénéy as thé other 
boy, Under these modern conditions it is 
no wonder then that a dislike has arisen for 
apprenticeship. 

With all of these reasons existing againgt 
apprenticeship there still is a good reason 


‘for undergoing a period of training in order 


to master a trade. A mechanic who has ac- 
quired his -craft knowledge by a process of 
difficult training possesses a pride of work- 
manship which cannot be possessed by the 
mechanic who has only “ picked up” his 
trade. Then, again, the mechanic who re- 
ceives an all round traiping is enabled te 
work in all branches of his craft and thereby 
ig enabled to change ¢mployménts to much 
better advantage than the piat Wio knows 
but one branch of his tradé, 
The mechante who bas passe@ through a 
petiod of apprenticeship alse is more inde- 
pendent, and is better equipped te combat 
with the world for existence than is the man 
who knows only a emall part of his trade.

HERE are thousands of retired book 

agents in the United States. Young 

fellows who have to help themselves 

often teach school or sell books. When 

I was at the Ohio Wesleyan university 
one of our professors, a Frenchman, trans- 
lated a volume into English and had it 
printed. He asked the members of his class 
to take copies of his book to their homes and 
beii them. It wasnot an exciting publication, 
as I remember, being called, I think, “A His- 
tory of the Christian Religion.”’ But I trotted 
@round among our neighbors and sold my 
@hare. Further than that I had no experience 
in literature. Nor did I teach echool, which 
ie the common refuge of worthy impecuni- 
wsity, I earned a little money while I was 
at home on the farm, and when at college 
worked now and then as a carpenter, get- 
ting, I well recollect, $1.25 a day.

Becomes a Newspaper Reporter. 

After being graduated from college I 

‘gent to Pittsburg and was a reporter for the 
‘Associated Press, I had no notion of being 

{@ newspaper man, although I had been one 

of the editors of our college monthly, and had 
gent tiews items to a paper in Cincinnati. I 
had decided to be a lawyer. My mother’s 

= ‘maiden name was Mary Adelaide Smith, and 
her brother, William Henry Smith, who had 


been secretary of state of Ohio, and had ed- 
ited the St. Clair papers, was, at the time lt 
speak of, general manager of the Associated 
Press. He gave me the place in Pittsburg, 
and paid me-$70 a month. My purpose was 
to read jaw in that city, but I found that 
Pennsylvania required three years of study 
before admission to the bar. I now had ar- 
rived at the mature age of 20, was impatient, 
and in a hurry. Therefore, I quit my em- 
ployment in Pittsburg, and, returning to the 
farm in Ohio, read law at home, where Board 
was free. and where candidates for the bar 
didn’tyhave to spend so much time in prep- 
aration. My good uncle then offered me a 
situation in Cleveland as agent for the Asso- 
ciated Press at that point. So I went there, 
attended law school for six months, and, 
going to the state capital, was examined and 
licensed to practice my’ profeesion in Ohio. 

While reporting in Pittsburg and Cleveland 
I got news that was of general interest to the 
country and looked after the market reports, 
which always were in cipher. For instance, 
the word ‘‘ Manhattan ’" might mean “* the 
market is dull,’ and soon.

TATISTICIANS have ‘proved that fully 
one-quarter of the entire income of the 
working men and women of the United 
States is spent on amuseinents. Un- 
der the head of amusements they class 

all uselegs luxuries in food and wearing ap- 
parel, as weil as the ordinary “ amusements,” 
games, theaters, pleasure trips, etc. 

It is useless to advise the human race to 
save money by foregoing amusements, for 
a certain amount 6f recreation and amuse- 
ment is as neceasaty as staple foods for the 
well being of a man or woman who works. 
Yet the fact remains that there is a w 
equal to fully a 15 per cent horizontal increase 
in wages to the entire.working body of 
Americans, because they do not know how 
to amuse themselves without spending 
money. 

Undoubtedly the spending of money in itself 
is one of the greatest of enjoyments. A 
man who has worked all week for $20 almost 
gets his money’s worth out of going out on 
Saturday night and spending it as if he were 
earning $200 a week. Economically he 1s 
making a great blunder, but the remem- 
brance of the joy of being wildly extravagant 
makes him philosophical and almost happy 
during the period of enforced abstinence 
and simple life that follows: - 

Every one knows the story of the Irishman 
who carried a hod for two years, saving 
every penny and denying hi until he 
had amassed $200 and then it all on a 
horeserace, and, josing, turned away remark- 
ing, “ Ailsy come, aisy go.”” He probably felt 
repaid, and he had his money’s worth in a 
minute and forty-five seconds of intense 
emotion and hope.

It is not long since I was a working girl, 
and I know both sides—in fact, I yet work 
for a living, though I am now a mother and

the dally care, the little hands to teach, the 
ways to point, the unceasing cals on a 
mother’s patience from babyhood, the long 
night watches by sickness (perhaps from 
contagious diseases) unshared. I know the 
sorrow of standing over a little white coffin 
—in fact, I know life, and O, I dearly love 
my Httle brood and for them have sacrificed 
all that is brightest in'life.> It is years since 
I have heard a_good opera or had the books 
for which my soul hungers, but there never 
could be at any time a selling of my soul 
for anything. much less a good meal, and 
I have gone mealless for two days at a time— 
not now, nor any more, but in the past. 

O, tf the working girl could realize the 
home cares. No long, good night's rest for 
the mother, but a light slumber to guard the 
family while they sleep; no pretty dresses; 
no well kept hands; no jolly companionships. 
Instead, clothes to wash and iron; three 
meals a day to cook, dishes to wash, floors 
to sweep and scrub, beds to make, sewing 
to do, house cleaning, counting the pennies 
to make them do the work of dimes.

Hard Luck Story with Moral. 


I do not know whether the department in 


THE TRIBUNE said to be devoted to the work- — 


ing girls’ interests Is meant to include her ex- 
perience even after her marriage, but pre- 
suming that it does if her earning and mak- 
ing her own living continues, I venture to 
send a bit of my history. 

At the age of 13 I was sent4ut to battle’ 
for myself, being placed with'a small fam- 
ily to work for my board and clothes. From 
that time to the present date I have had 
varying and unpleasant experiences. Sel- 
dom permitted to attend school a week at a 
time, and often missing whole térms, I .yet 
contrived to pass a teachers’ examination 
ught six 
months at a salary of $25 per month, with 
$1.50 a month extra during the winter for 
building my own fires and sweeping and 
dusting. 

My certificate having expired, and being 
fearful that I could not again sticceed in 
passing an examination, I tried sewing. 
Friends kindly allowed me to experiment on 
them, as I did so gratuitously, and as soon. 
as I felt that I could afford:to spend time for 
it, I again attended school long enough to 
try taking another examination. 

I passed, and secured another school for 
three months at $25 a month, but this time 
I worked for my board, so I had $75 clear for 


that term. Knowing how sadly deficient my | 
education was, I did not dare apply for a / 


school where there would be large pupils 
Hkely to be at all advanced in their studies, 
and for the same reason ] always feared to 
attempt taking the teachers’ examinations. 
I longed to be able to attend school, but as 
the money I earned could not all be spent on 
myself, I felt that I could not afford to spend 
much money or time that way. I did not 
live where night school could be taken ad- 
vantage of, and correspondence schools were 
unknown to me. 

Being naturally careful and saving, I man- 
aged,to acquire something like $140, which I 
placed in,a savings bank...In less than a year 
the bank suspended and paid depositors about 
4 cents on the dollar. I Ibaned one brother 
$25. and another $20. This was not repaid. 
‘I sewed fof 75 cents a day, saved again, and 
Joaned $75 to a merchant who was a deacon 
in the chiuirch and the superintendent of my 
Sunday school, and one frosty morning he 
went west and, left myself and many others 
lamenting. 

I took a course in a business school, and 
after long waiting secured «4 position as as- 
sistant bookkeeper, only to be ‘undermined 
and discharged because of the jealousy of the 
girl next above me. I again secured a similar 
position, which I had held but & few weeks 
when the head of the firm decided to cut down 
expenses, and began with me. 

I learned photograph retouching, and 
might have done well but it was too hard on 
my eyes. I learned decorative painting, and 
made $100, but the craze for it died out. Then 
I.decided to study shorthand. Before finish- 
ing the course I was asked to assist in teach- 
ing it, and later was employed at a salary in 
the same school. The principaland owner of 
the school now ‘is my husband, but-I never 
have been allowed to forget that I have been 
a working girl, nor that I should be willing | 
to continue'to work.’

Hello Girls Should Have Union. 

Why should telephone operators be treated 
as they are? That is the question every 
operator asks herself. The answer is, Where 
can we get anytning better? The,operators 
should form a union, as all trades do, as 
there are a great many operators in the coun- 
try. I believe it is one of the largest trades 
for women in the western states. Itis about 
the poorest paying trade, too. If they should 
form a union they could demand twice the 
pay. I work from 7 o'clock in the morning 
till 5 o’clock at night. The operator does not 
get much rest, as she is answering calls from 
morning till night. Now the operatormust 
endure lots of grief, as they can’t make cus- 
tomers mad. If the customer does not get the 
party asked for right away he thinks we do 
not attend to the calls as we should. Now it 
is not our fault if we ring the party and 
they don't co Aes Some people ring and if 
the operator doesn't ask the number prompt- 
ly they get angry. They should stop to think 
that we answer a good many calis an hour 
and would attend to their calls as soon as 
possible.. I have been an operator nearly two 
years and have found out there isn’t much — 
advancement for-a telephone operator. Now 
I wonder if I have to be an operator all my 
life? If I do I am sure I will not live to be 
old. ' EK.

Protest from a Chorus Girl. 

I am a “chorus girl,’* one of a much abused 
and shamefully exploited class of workers. 
I feel impelled to write you of my work and 
its attendant trialsghoping girls who believe 
there is fair play and a fair field in this 
branch of business will be’ disillusioned, for 
what I write is truth, and only those sincerely 
in earnest in a desire to make their way into 
the higher ranks of the profession should 
geek work at the theater, for the methods 
etiployed make it the last place a giri should 
go to vbtain means of a livelihood. 

But—if you have a voice, aspirations, and 
no moncy, you are compelled to enter the 
profession through the ranks of the chorus, 
as it is the only avenue to the stage in musical 
comedy. , 

To help pay for my musical training I have 
been employed at the various city theaters in 
chorus work, and extra parts for the last 
two years, and with few exceptions have met 
with the same methods—methods not to be 
mat with in any other line of work, and by 


‘citing my last experience I present a few 


¢xamples of them. 

A drarnatic agent notified me to report at 
a certain Chicago theater. I did so. 

Did I read music? Yes. 

My voice met the requirements and I was 
hired for a two weeks’ work in the chorus 
at $10 per week. 

Two exhausting rehearsals a day on Men- 
delssohn's difficult music ensued for one 
week. One week's run to poor houses re- 
sulted in curtailing expenses by cutting out 
the Chicago chorus and all “extras.” Fol- 
lowing is my expense account, showing what 
two weeks’ work netted me; Week's car fare 
for rehearsals, 20 cents daily, $1.40; carfare 
“= of play (two matinées), 80 cents: cold 
cream, 60 cents; agent’s fee; $3; total, $5.70. 
My envelope contained $9.50, 50 cents having 
been deliberately extracted as a fee for the 
doorkeeper—a system of ‘‘ grafting” prac- 
ticed upon helpless, hard ‘working, often 
needy girls in every theater of Chicago.

1. Have it understood that all mistakes are 
made by the man who dictates, not by the 
stenographer. 

2. If the above mentioned man is asked to 
repeat a word or a sentence and does so ina 
slightly raised voice and with particular dis- 
tinctness, glare at him and say: “I am not 
deaf,”’ 

3. If hé Is less ceremonious than you think 
he should be, take it for granted that he is 
intentionally rude; if he is merely sbsent 
minded, so much the worse for him. 

4. If he rings for yqu and asks you tomake 
a change in a letter, snatch it from him and 
say: ‘“ That's the way you dictated it.’ 
Don’t wait to see if it is because you have 
written “htnik’’ inetead of “‘think,”’ or 
es nit ’* for ‘ not.” Sn 9d \ 

5. If he continues to dictate a few minutes 
after your liincheo# hour should begin, tap 
on the flbor with your feet, fidget in your 
chair, bolt out of the room as soon as he 
finishes, and be ill naturedallafternoon. .

How to Be Ideal Amanzuensis. 

Thousands of young women in Chicago 
are following the calling of a stenographer, 
and, “while many of them are‘ efficient, » 
latge niajority are failures in commercial 

life for the reason that, either Dy nature or 
inclination, they do not adapt themselves to: 
surrounding circumstances, perform their 
duties cheerfully, or enter into the spirit of 
their’ work. 

A visit during the funcheon hour to any 
of the downtown business women’s clubs 
will give one a fair idea of the general husi- : 
ness attitude of the average stenograpner. . 
Here is where they wear themselvs out men- 
tally “‘ talking shop,”’ discussing in detail the 
forenoon’s routine, embracing as a rule 
many grievances heaped upon their defense- 
less heads by some hard hearted employer. | 

StendgrapWer No. 1 relates with variations 
a most brutal request on the part of her em- 
ployer to write an important letter for him, 
which he indiscreetly dictated a few minutes 
before 5 p. m., before she left the office on 
the previous evening. She tells her friend 
with great emphasis that she simply “ re- 
fused”’ to stay a minute after the closing 
hour, and that Mr. Employer was obliged’ 
to have this important letter written by a 
public stenographer in the same building. 
The friend readily concedes that she did 
perfectly right, and, taking advantage of a 
slight pause of No, 1, plunges into an ac- 
count of her own woes. In her case the em- 
ployer has had the audacity to insist that his 
létterp be written as hé has dictated them. 
The idea of any business man thinking for a 


' moment that he can construct « letter better 


than his stenographer! 
No. 2 continues, triumphantly relating how 


she emerged from this outrage victoriously, 


’ having reduced Mr. Employer to his proper 


sphere. The narrative is so graphic that 
you cannot well help wondering if her em- 
ployer does not crawl under his desk when 
she returns to her throne. 

Such sentiments, as a rule, prevail among 
stenographers, yet there are many excep- 
tione, where bright, clever women take an 
active interest in the affairs of their em- 
ployer and write cheerfully one, or more than 
one, letter, if need be, after the time allotted 
for closing and do not have their sensibilities 
outraged. Business men appreciate such 
women, because they are as dependable as a 
partner in the business, and reward them 
accordingly in the way of salaries. 

Stenographers are endowed with tact and 
diplomacy, and, having escaped the griev- 
ance microbe, are invaluable in a husiness 
office. Such women are so Interested in their 
work, so utterly unconscious of themselves, 
that they are spared the prevailing dread 
that their employer, wants to hold their 
hands. They are too high minded and clever 
to entertain such absurdities, only expecting 
courtesy and in sata “inners case recelv- 
ifig it. : | ‘ 

In order to enjoy life as weil as bea mic- 
cess in the business world stenographers 
must.give up being “ abused,’’ acquire the 
admirable quality of minding their own busi- 
ness, and they will soon merit the appella- 
tion of “‘ An Ideal Amanuensis.”

Recognizes the Personal Factor. 

The attitude of the employer towards his 
employés is one of the most important factors 
in. a girl’s daily life downtown. It means the 
difference between conditions which are ex- 
tremely wearing on the temper and disposi- 
tion and those which foster good will Nor 
is the benefit of a congenial atmosphere all 
derived by the employé, for in offices where 
the proper spirit prevails more work io ac- 
complished, and with less friction. 

The test of a true gentleman is his habitual 
manner towards his employés, and in no place 
is character given a more severe test than in 
an office, where a man is so apt to become 
absorbed in the press of business affairs that 
he will forget the little civilities that would 
seem to be innate with hig home life. Every 
stenographer is familiar with the type of mar 
who snarls, “ Bring in your book,”’ his whole 
bearing expressive of the contempt he feels 
for the girl upon whom, as a matter of fact. 
he is absolutely dependent to carry out the 
business in hand. Contrast with man 
the one who addresses you in a plea man- 
ner, who always is considerate and appre- 
ciative, afid who treats you as an individual 
rather than a machine, and the importance 
of the advantage of the Matter method of 
procedure cannot be overestimated.

Domestic canaries are considered better 
singers and live longer than their German 
relatives. but for plumage they haven't a 
look in with the foreign birds.

The imported birds, accous- 
tomed to the dry atmosphere in the high 
mountains. go not live long when they reach 
this country. where the atmosphere fs damp.

verance. My first efforts were failures, 
but patience enabled me to succeed to such 
an extent that I have developed many varie- 
ties of standard vegetables, and evolved @ 
system of selections and succession of crops, 
which I have amply proved brings the most 
gatisfactory results in small gardens. Were 
not this the case I should not venture to ad- 
vise others. 

Many of the hints I give of course are not 
intended for experienced gardeners, though 
even this class may benefit by some of them. 
The information I endeavor to impart is 
for the benefit of novices, who by following 
my advice may avoid my early failures, as 
such early failures cause many to abandon 
a healthy and ee. _— 


Raising Vegetables Not Difficalt. 

A kitchen garden, properly taié out in the 
first instance and intelligently cared for 
later, can be meade quite as attractive as 4 
flower garden, and certainly ts more useful. 
The task of cultivating hardy vegetadies is 
by no means so tedéeus or irksome as most 
people imagine. All that is needed is a little 
experience, which can be gained with amez- 
ing rapidity by those sufficiently rteresied 
in the subject to give it a little time and 
study. 

In the west gardening is aimest a lost art, 
es fer as amateurs are concerned, yet come 
knowledge of how plante grew and how best 
to make them thrive is a more necessary fac- 
tor in the education of the coming generation 
than any others beyond the first rudiments. 
But the necessary knowledge in this case 
onky can be gained by practical expertence. 

The embryo gardener of today mey be the 
coming agriculturist of the future, and agri- 
culture now gives such good returns that it is 
worth every parent’s while to cultivate in 
thefr offepring a taste for the pursuit. 

“Yallure in early garden enterprises means 
the lows cf the teste which is Nherent in most 
of us. and fafture ts certein if gardening is 
attemp.ed without proper preperation in the 
unkempt wastes which too often can be 
found in the rear of suburban homes, 

¥ om & 
Garden Must Be Enclosed. 

There is nothing so conducive to the com- 
fort of a home and the health of fts occupants 
as a plentiful supply of freshly gathered and 
skillfully grown esculents. This can be pro- 
vided from a much smaller area than most 
people imagine if the proper steps are tagen 
to begin with. 

No garden is worthy the name unless it is 
inclosed. The best material for the purpose 
‘is woven wire. It notonly excludes chickens 
and dogs but it provides an admirable trellis 
to train climbing plants over, the produce of 
which will pay for its cost in a single season. 

Most suburban homes occupy a couple of 
lots, so in their rear a space fifty feet square 
shduld be available for a-kitchen garden. 
At dny rate, this is a convenient area to 
treat, and as an example, though the same 
course may be followed on smaller pots, while 
the only modification necessary on larger 
ones is an increase in the number of perma- 
nent walks, and a greater diversity of crops. 

Paths form an important factor in success- 
ful gardening. Permanent ones can be made 
to add much to the symmetry of the garden, 
while their utility more than pays for the 
ground they occupy. Temporary ones serve 
as drains in rainy times, and when the 
weather is dry enough te warrant the work, 
enabie the gardener to tend his crops with- 
out stepping on the beds, so in the end econo- 
mize space, large as is the amount the fol- 
lowing plan allots to them.

The permanent walks should be two feet 
wide and run clear around the garden, three 
feet from the fence, extending on one side to 
a gate giving ingress, and, if necessery, to 
another affarding egress to the alley. A walk 
thus laid out leaves a bed fifty feet long 
by three wide on either side the garden, be- 
sides one of forty-two long ateachend.

divided into four beds.

How to Treat the Seil. 

If the site of the proposed garden is new 
ground the soil Is sure to be sour. so to coun- 
teract this a barrel of lime should be mixed 
thoroughly with the manure as well as a 
hundred pounds of common salt. Even if 
the ground has long been cultivated an ad- 
mixture of half this amount will prove bene- 
fictal. ee 

The manure provided should be tolerably 
well rotteé and? a few wheolbarrows full of 
the finest should be reserved for use as a 


top dressing. The coarser material chould : 


be uged as follows: Dig a trench across the 
end of one of the beds a full spade deep and 
a foot wide, using the soil taken out to level 
up uneven spots elsewhere. Fill this trench 
with manure and stamp down thoroughly 
till level with the surrounding ground, then 
throw en top of the manure the sol! from each 
succeeding trench till the bed is finished, 
leaving the last trench as an outlet for the 
ditches, which will of course not be included 
fin this process,

Incomplete Without Asparasus. 

Asparagus is so boundless in its perennial 
yield and such a health giving esculent that 
no garden is complete witheut it. Probably 
the reasen it is so seldom feund at the back 
of private Romes is because an érroneous 
idea exists that its cultivation is difficult 
and that it takee a long time for a bed toe 
become fixed. All that i#@ necessary to pre- 
pare the bed is to trench it a little deeper 
than for annual creps, tramp in manure in 
proportien, spread six inches ef loose soil on 
top of the manure, and on the surface so 
prepared lay the planta, spreading the roots 
carefuily and covering them with the rest 
of the soil thrown out. The manure, when 
settling, will then carry the plants to the 
proper depth. 

If done in short sections the process is by 
no means tedious, as the soi] taken from one 
fille up ite predeceasor. The best place for 
asparagus is on one of the fifty foot side 
beds. A single row will suffice to supply ea 
family if the plants are placed two feet from 
center to center and one foot from the edge 
of the path. ° : 

This will leave plenty of room for the 
climbers along the fence, even when the 
roots are fully é¢et, while, as plante are 
cheap, a row of two year old roots, alternat- 
ing with the first ones and two feet from the 
walk, can be put in for immediate use and 
removed when the permanent plants require 
the ground they occupy, for it {s not advisa- 
ble to cut the latter the first year and only 
sparingly the second, after which they are 
certain to bear bounteously as long as given 
proper care. 

This only consists of removing all stalks 
and weeds in late fall and mulching with a 
six inch coat of coarse manure over which a 
pound: of sait per root should be sprinkled 
as the frost is leaving the ground.

Beds of Rhubarb and Horseradish.

-Ments and perfectly straight lines. If the 
garden never has been cultivated it is best to 
cut a thin strip of sod off the dividing ditches 
before digging thém. In this Case the sod 
must be pared off when trenching and buried 
beneath the manure.

I 
was shown how superior the ready prepared

Plows Out Right of Way. 

’ All day long Langley plowed up and down 
the right of way for the Great Farmer 
Northern an¢@ Southern railroad, and when 
at sundown, tired and hungry, he turned his 
jaded horses into the pasture, he had turned 
up the ground in two long strips with an 
open space sixty feet wide between them.

I’ve rode on 
lots of rafiroads in my life, ’nd I never rode 
on one yet that didn’t have engines, ‘nd cars, 
"nd depots to get on at.”’ 

Langley could make no headway against 
talk like this, and sentiment again was run- 
ning against him. And as the discouraging 
weeks slipped by the Great Farmers’ North- 
ern and Southern railroad-became almost for- 
gotten end the right'of way overgrown with 
weeda.

OW many millions of dollars a year 
are lost to the business world through _ 

the nt of the ated 
stenographer? 

This is a vital question, but the ee 
tempt to answer it would be impossible in. 
dolar measures. There are so many 
devious ways through which the employer 
of*the incompetent suffers, that no more 
than a suggestion of what these possibilities 
of loss are may lead both the employer and 
the stenographer to stop and consider to 
their mutual good. 

Speaking for the great mass of men and 
women acting as stenographers in the special 
and general fields of the work, it mist be ac- 
cepted that they have no great enthusiasm ts 
their work. 

Considering the most efficient of the well 
paid court stenographers there is a strain 
upon the eyes, nervous system, and physical 


body which, in conjunction with mental ‘ 


activities, brings to the hard worker theinev- 
itable effect of milling. Often the eyes fail. 
until the person, still competent for other ex- 
actions of his. work, must give it up. 

On the other hand, there is the mediocre or 
poor stenographer, none too certain of read- 
ing his own notes as he has taken them, and 
not at all sure that in his general education 
and vocabulary he hag taken intelligent dic- 
tation intelligently and intelligibly. In all 


. probability he should be in school, still grind- 


ing. He feels his inefficiency, provided he 
knows enough. His employer, recognizing 
it, has made his salary so low as to feel that 
at least he is getting nis money’s worth. 


Stenographers tale S$i2a Week, 


But is that employer getting his money's . 


worth? Let us consider it a moment. 

Twelve dollars a week perhaps is a little 
high as the average salary of the mediocre 
stenographer, whose education in general is 
comparable with his efficiency with notebook 
and typewriter. Twenty-five dollars a week 
will command the services of an average 
good stenographer who is holding himself 
to his work with some fixity of purpose. 

But the employer considers that. he can get 
along with the $1 2employé and settles his 
stenographer at a desk. But who its this 


employer? The whole question centers here. 
It is a wise choice, perhaps, jf this employ- . 


er has a small business or small correspond- 
ence work, with fione too critical correspond- 


ents. He may need an Office assistant more ~ 


than he needs a stendgrapher, and he has 
taken the measure of his employé with an eye 
to this.. He may have plenty of time in the 
day to give an ordinary. stenographer the 
necessary assistance in correspondence, and 
may count upon the stenographer for the 
filling of the more important duties of office 
assistant. A good office assistant elght hours 
a day may weli balance the stenographer’'s 
inefficiency of an hour. 

But in my observation, the employer who 
logically makes this business like selection 
of the stenographer for his needs hag led 
to the costly wastes in many hguses through 
an unwise choice, of a third ‘rate man for 
first clase sauummer asa work. 


How Valusbie Time Is Lost. 

I know heads of departments in large con- 
cerns who are receiving $3,500 .to $5,000.a 
year salaries and who, through this mistaken 
idea of gaving in the pay roll, are wasting 
two hours a day with a cheap stenographer. 
This difference, in time only, between a $12 


and a $25 man is losing two hours’ time a. 


day for @ $5,000 man. 

Considered on a basis of time only, see 
what this means.

day, of a modern steamer, manned by fairly intelligent 


men and educated. officers. 

The Parrier is a German built ship, owned by a 
Russian company. It was bullt at Kell, in 1897, and 
delivered to the owners at Cronstadt late in the fall, 
The ship. was in the Baltic until 1903, when it was 
sent to Viadivostok with a cargo of military supplies, 
at the time Russia was actively preparing for hostilities 
with Japan.

Terror First Came in Indian Ocean. 

Until the ship left the Suek canal on Its way east 
it was looked upon as an excellent ship, well officered, 
owned by men who believed in treating men well. Over 
half the crew was comprised of men who were not 
Russians, many of them being Scandinavians, with a 
few Portuguese and several Englishmen. ; 

It is whispered among the sailors who know the 

history of the vessel that “The Thing” came aboard 
somewhere in the Indian ocean, on that voyage east. 
Tt is said that one night at Bombay, where the ship 
touched, there was a row ashore, and one of_the petty 
officers, who was ashore with his men, killed a Lasear. 
. That may be all superstitious gossip. Indeed, the 
fact that a Lascar was killed in a shore row was not 
thought of until long afterwards, and probably it was 
remembered then only because the men were striving 
to discover sdme reason for “The Thing.” 

The facts, as nearly as they can be gleaned from the 
ons ints recently deserted the Parrier, are as foi- 
_ The steamer was running northward towards the 
China sea, with fair weather, and the men cheerful 
over the prospect of shore leave after the long run. 
They were to touch at Port Arthur, deliver part of 
the cargo there, and proceed to Viadivostok. 

Two days out of Port Arthur “The Thing” came. 
It was a beautiful autumn night, with a new moon. 
The sea was calm. Shortly after $ o’clock in the 
morning, without warning and without reason, terror 


were astounded. Even fire, fhey knéw, could not have 
Started such a panic. A moment later the terror 
seized upon the men who had been awake. For twenty 
minutes frenzied men fought each other; ran willy 
about, screaming, shouting, praying, and then sinking, 
helpless and panting, upon the decks. During the 
height of the terror Alec Govinski, a young sailor, 
screaming, cursing, and praying, rushed across the 
deck, leaped over the rail, and disappeared. Instantly 
quiet reigned. The men came from the france in a 
second, weak and trembling, but no longer afraid. 
Boats were lowered, but Govinskl had disappeared. 
There was no inquiry. Officers and men alike had felt 
the terror, and, beyond whispered, awestruck conver- 
sations, nothing was said. The ship touched Port 
Arthur and started northward. Three nights later 
“The Thing” came again, spreading the same insaue 
terror through the crew.

Palsy of Fear Fell on All. ~° 


Demoralization, a palsy of fear, Yell upon the men. 
If they could have seen—if they could have heard—if 
they understood what it was, they would have faced it. 
But the unknown thing drove fear into their hearts. 

Vladivostok wag reached without trouble. <A dozen 
of the men attempted to desert. Over half of them 
were recaptured. The ship's officers were anxious to 
get south before the ice closed the harbor. The men 
were held close, and the ship sailed for Hongkong. 

That voyage, according to reports, was one af the 
most awful ever taken by any ship. Night after night 
terror swept the ship from cabin to forecastle Capt. 
An@rist, commanding, committed suicide three days be- 
fore the vessel reached Hongkong, leaping’ overboard in 
an excess of terror. Two sailors killed themselves and 
one died of fright in his berth. 

The moment the ship reached Hongkong every man 
aboard except the second officer, Hanson, a Swede, born 
in Finland, and five men, all Scandinavians, deserted. 
Hanson, who held a master’s certificate, stuck to the 
vessel because he saw the opportunity to secure com- 
mand, and the Scandinavians remained with him be- 
cause they were certain that “The Thing” would 
leave the ship under the new commander. Hansdn was 
appointed te the command by the owners, and ordered 
to take a cargo to Sydney. ‘He recruited a crew. of 
eat Lascars, and the riffraff of Hongkong, and

Seaman Tried to Solve Terror. 

Twice Nelson left with the others, but hung around 
and returned when the new officers began recruiting 
He does not deny that he was as scared as 
the others of the terror, but after the first few attacks 
he generally was the sanest man aboard during the 


‘periods of insanity, and, besides, he was determined to 


Solve the mystery if it was solvable. Again and again 
he questioned every man aboard as to their symptoms, 
inquired what it was that frightened them, and strove 
to analyze his own feelings when the sudden panic 
came upon him. 

All he knows is that suddenly it seemed as if a gust 
of warm, stifling air would sweep the ship from end to 
end, bringing the madness, and that the stampede would 
last until some man died. The moment a maniac, driven 
wild by the horror, the speechless fear, leaped overboard 
‘or died, the spell passed and “The Thing” left the 
ship. 

Two months ago, with a new crew recruited at 
Hongkong, *the Parrier sailed for California points, 
bringing hemp and merchandise for San Francisco. It 
was not until after Honolulu was passed that “The 
Thing” came aboard. Then there was an awful repe- 
tition of the sickening panic and disgusting scenes, as 
etrong men went mad with fright.

All Left Ship. at Santa Monica. 


Three nights in succession the terror came—and 
three men died. ©n the fourth day Capt. Govinski went 
into his cabin and pistoled himself to death, and Mate 
Pademan assumed command. The men were near mu- 
tiny when they reached San Franciscd, but they were 
held aboard. Nine managed to steal a boat and escape, 
and the others, sullen, murderous, and ready to take 
any chance to eseape from the ship, sailed southward 
for Port Los Angeles, to deliver machinery, which was 
the last of the cargo. 3 

The morning the vessel reached the bay at Santa 
Monica, about 2 o'clock, “The Thing” came again. 
Han Lui, a cook, leaped overboard. 

The vessel reached anchorage about 10 in the morn- 
ing. Without a word of consultation, without plotting, 
without even stopping to consider themselves, the men 
went ashore In a. body and immediately spattered. 
Nelson, who had stuck to the ship so long, was one of 
the leaders. 

Capt. Pademan, helpless, refused te pay the men, but 
despite that they went, rejoicing to escape. 

Pademan came ashore later and cabled the owners. 

Since then the Parrier has swung at anchorage, apd 
the other boats give it a wide berth.

The Great Auk was nearly as big as a tame goose. 
He could not fly, but used his wings with marvelous 
power as oars, and was an accomplished swimmer and 
diver. The grand headquarters of thé bird were on 
Funk island, off Newfoundland. In European waters its 
principal resort was Ireland, whence most of the speci- 
mens of birds and eggs now in existence were obtained. 

The history of the Great Auk in America may be 
said to date from 1534, when two boats’ crews landed 
on Funk island, and “in less than half an hour we filled 
two boats full of eggs as if they had been stones. So 
that besides them which we did eat fresh, every ship did 
powder and salt five or six barrels of them.” : 

The Great Auk had thus been notified of the ad- 
vent of civilization in the regular manner, and continued 
to be visited by all subsequent comers. The French fish-

Other specimens soon after established the cor- 
rectness of this bold identification, and showed that 
giant birds far surpassing in size any previously known 
must have existed at a comparatively recent date, and 
in extraordinary numbers in New Zealand.

The Moas are thought to have existed up to a late

The Manos lived in the 
Sandwich islands and was exterminated by the savages 
for the sake of its beautiful plumage, which was made 
up into war cloaks for the Hawaiian kings and into 
necklaces for their women. Small bundles of these feath- 
ers were received b# the kings as poll tax from their 
poorer subjects, and a regular staff of bird catchers 
was employed by the chiefs to augment the supply. 


THE LAW’S DELAY IN COOK COUNTY 


COURTS TWO YEARS BEHIND IN THEIR WORK BECAUSE OF LOOSE 
METHODS IN THE SELECTION OF JURIES AND THE TRIAL OF CASES 


HE Circuit and Stiperior courts of Cook 
county are two years behind with their 
work and the reason thereof is the law- 
yers. More than 25,000 cases are piled up 
in the filing rooms waiting for a hearing 
before the twenty-eight judges of the two 
‘courts, and according to gersons familiar 
with court proceduré 5,000 lawyers are 
responsible for the delay that constantly is met with 
in the disposition of these cases. The principal clog 
in the machinery of the courts is declared by judges, 
litigants, court attachés, and even the lawyers them- 
Selves to be the loose methods used in the selection of 
juries and the trial of cases. Poor lawyers take up the 
time of the courts trying to make a case for some liti- 
gant who has no reasonable ground for complaint and 
good lawyers tax their wits to map out a successful 
policy of delay in cases where an aroused public opinion 
would render an immediate trial for their client a dan- 
gerous experiment. : 
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Personal Injury Suits. 


There nas grown up in the city within the last few 
years a group of lawyers who make a specialty of per- 
sonal injury suits and’ there is not a corporation of any 
Magnitude now doing business in Cook county that 
has not same legal talents retained especially to defend 
its interests in these suits. “Ambulance chasers,” 
these lawyers are called, and if a person is injured, be 
it ever so slightly, by the agents of any of these cor- 
porations or through any direct or indirect negligences 
on their part it is not long until he is besieged with.a 
fload of applications from the “ambulance chasing” 
lawyer, who offers to take the case for a share of the 
Probable damages. Tie street car and railroad compa- 
mies and the city are the ones to suffer most from this 
class of litigants and a visitor in any of the court- 
rooms in the Fort Dearborn building usually will find 
a jury listening to the evidence of a trial in which one 
of these corporations is the defendant.

Methods of the Ambulance Chasers. 


The methods of the ambulance chager are interest- 
ing. Competition follows the street car in his case 
and the first of his clan to learn the extent of the in- 
jured person’s hurts and his address is the one to get 
him for a client. All street car accidents’ are recorded 
by the police in a book kept for aecident reports im 


and if he succeeds in fixing up a compromise there is 
no chance for a suit.

Slightly Injured Persons Cause Trouble. 

Naturally the street car companies try to keep down 
the amount of damages in all cases, whether the com- 
plainant has an honest grievance or not. But it is the 
slightly injured litigant or the one who was hurt only 
in his imagination, and there principally through the 
aid of his lawyer, that causes the trouble for the city 
and the corporations that are called upon to defend 
themselves in these suits. Nearly all the judges and 
some of the more reputable lawyers.are agreed that 
some punishment should be provided for those who 
trifle, with the dignity of the courts by bringing in cases 
in- which there is no possible chance.to recover dam- 
ages. The difficulty of classifying these cases is real- 
ized by those who would like to see the laws improved, 
however, and rather than impair the chance of an 
honest claimant to secure compensation for the injuries 
he received nothing is done to stiffen the present flex- 
ible laws. 

Even after the cases come up for trial the procedure 
is ridiculously slow and annoying in some instances, 
and if a lawyer desires to do so there is nothing in the 
present statutes to prevent him from taking all the time 
he cares to use in the trial of a case that never should 
have been allowed to reach a tribunal higher than the 
Municipal court. Not long ago a lawyer spent nearly an 
hour before one of the Circuit court judges in a case 
where only $13 was involved trying to determine the 
steepness of an incline leading to a viaduct over a rail- 
road track.

County Expenses Run Up. 


ln a nunrper of cases there is so little involved that 
Cook county could pay the complainant the amount 
asked for in his bill and save money. Judges draw a 
salary of $10,000 a year, or about $5 for every hour 
they work. Two bailiffs in each courtroom draw $105 
a month each. or about $1 an hour. The court clerk 
gets $110 per month, or approximately 50 cents an 
hour for each working hour. Add to this the cost 
of rent, light, stationery, and other incidentals, and it 
will be seen that each courtroom costs the county ap- 
proximately 210 for each hour It is open This does not 
include the cost of cletical hire in the Circuit and Su- 
perior courts, which would raise the total considerably. 

In the suit filed by the detective to recover his sal- 
ary there was $13 involved. The case lasted over three 
hours, at a cost to the county of over $10 an hour 
for courtroom expenses afore. It will be seen how 
much cheaper it would have been to hand the complain- 
ing detective his $13 and send him on his way. But

Often are worried because their mothers 
are too attentive and continually reprove 
the small ones without reason.

The Difference— 


Between children who always have a nurse 
or a maid to look after and dress them and 
those who do the most of it for themselves 
is quite marked. It tends greatly to develop 
children to make them do all that is poss!- 
ble for thémselves. It develops them men- 
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tally and bodily, and increases their self-re- 
spect. when they exert themselves. Leven if 
it takes longer and possibly more work and 
patience it is .better for children to learn 
these things. Tiny washstands come for the 
nursery, dainty and pleasing affairs, with 
Kate Greenaway china, the little washbowils 
made with two compartments, ohne for hot 
water and one for cold water; but after all it 
is better for the children to use the ordinary 
washstand for their ablutions when water, 
hot and cold, is plentiful.

Curiously enough, while «the influence of 
the English has been marked upon the way 
the .houses.of the’ rich in America, both in 


. town and country, are run, the English stew- 


ard, who.acts.as business m er ofthe 
place, has. not ‘been intreduced in New York 
or Chicago to any extent. In this country 
most establishments: are conducted on the 
plan .of three or four practically independent 
departments. The butler has charge of all 
the men servants in the house, often Hiring 
and distharging them. The kitchen force, 
both mén and women, are subordinate to 
All the other women servants are 
under the housekeeper. 

The coachman has sole control of the 
grooms and stablemen, including their en- 
gagement and discharge, almost invariably, 
while the gardener 'is responsible for all 
the outdoor force except the stablemen and 
grooms. The master of the house himself, 
or his personal secretary from the office, 
looks after much of the buying and the pay- 
ment of the bills. 

When it comes to the pay of the servants 
of a modern country house or city mansion, 
the chef and the butler rank all the others, 
the chef often, but not always, receiving 
higher pay than the butier. Everything con- 
sidered, the latten is fairly:.well paid as a 
rule. He must be a good man, sober and 
with plenty of good taste, since it is the 


butler who plans and carries out the decora- —

The butler has entire charge of the service, 
and engages extra men for waiters when the 
dinner is unusually large. If he knows his 
busine¢s, and is not held down as to expense, 
he gets “ private men,” who, he knows, will 
appear in spotiessly brushed clothes and 
fresh whité linen, at $5 for the eVening’s 
work. If he doesn’t know his business, or is 
hampered as to expense, he gets restaurant 
waiters, at $2 or $3 each. The butler also 
buys and serves all the uncooked fruit— 
oranges, grapefruit. grapes. and the lke; 
also the cream for the tea and coffee; somé- 
times also the butter and the ‘biscuits ”’ or 
crackers, of which he sees that there is a 
fresh supply in every guest's room every 
hight, in case he ar uae ig hungry. 


Pay of Servents High. 

* The pay of the butler néw runs from $60 
to $100 a menth, the average being $75, with 
tips, meals, and sleeping room if he is single. 
If he has afamily of his own he has to rent 
his quarters when his eniployer’s family is in 
town; when in the country furnished quar- 
ters are generally provided free for himself 
and his family. Thusthe butler’s pay rgnges 
from $720 to $1,200.a year “and found,” 
with $900 as the average; his tips foot up 
quite a sum every year besides. Ten dollars 
aplece—$5 at least—is the useuval fee from the 
men guests after a week-end house party. 
As the butlers are not the only servants who 
expect tips it will be seen that week-end 
guests do not get off scot free by any means.

Dr. W. ee is understood to be 
the most relentl foe of tips of all the 
New Yorkers who maintain big town and 
country houses. He forbids the reception of 
gratuities of any kind by any of his servants, 
and, being mindful that the rule cuts their 
income, pays them higher wages than most . 
others receive. Thus Dr. Webb's butler gets 
$1,600 a year instead of $1,200. If you are 
ever invited to spend a week end with the 
doctor you may offer the butler a tip with 
perfect impunity; that well trained servant 
will decline it in words chosen to show that 
it is impossible for him to re¢eive it, without 
hurting your feelings in the least. 

It is part of the scheme of the well regu- 
lated country house that no servant shall 
ever be seen at work, that there shall never 
be any evidence that any work is being 
done, and that the servants who are visible 


shall always be ignmaculate in their dress.

The work had to be cut, of course, for to 
perform it in its entirety would pass the 
limits of any ordinary concert performance. 
Only festival conditions or a presentment 
in church (as it usually is given in Germany) 
would permit the singing of the composition 
without cuts. The place for the ‘“‘ Passion ”’ 
really is in church instead of in a concert 
hall, but having it in church is virtually im- 
passible to us here, so we therefore must 
take it in-concert form. The doing away 
with applause and the general quiet which 
is thus obtained accomplish, of course, much 
toward creating the proper atmosphere for 
the presentment and the hearing of the 
* Passion,” 
which is a feature of most of the German 
productions in the churches is out of the 
question. ae 

In cutting the oratorio excellent judgment 
was displayed on Monday. Considerable 
more of the score was retained than at either 
of the previous performances by the Apollo 
club, and the omissions that were made were 
not such as marr the continuity of the 
narrative or caused the losing of any of the 
especially important musical numbers. The 
Dwight translation was used, and thus, with 


a text intelligently fitted to the music andthe. 


shortening of.the work skillfully and taste- 
fully accomplished, a symmetrical and sat- 
iefying version of the master composition 
Was secured. Any performance of the “ Pas- 
sion ’’ depends for success largely, of course. 
upon the chorus, and the Apollos covered 
themselves with glory, being not only tech- 
nically and vocally but interpretatively won- 
derfully in the spirit of the work. 

But next to the chorus comes in importance 
the tenor soloist to whom is intrusted the 
music of the Evangelist. The club was for- 
tunate on Monday. Nicholas Douty had been 
engaged, and he proved more satisfactory 
than, it is belleved, any other tenor available 
would have done. He was not, of course, an 
Edward Lioyd—the truly great tenor who 
sang the part here at the previous perform- 
ances—Dbut he none the less was exception- 
ally competent. There is no tenor music in 
the whole range of orator!, so exacting and 
fer. a. singer as.is t 
gelist in the Bach “Passion.” It is almost 
wholly recitative—is, to all intents and pur- 


poses, an entife evening of talking on pitch. 


There is little chance for the Introduction 
of sustained phrasing, and the music liés 
largely across the so-called “ break "’ in the 
tenor voice—constantly on and above and 
below the tones of E and F, which are the 
unhappy places in every tenor voice. Ex- 
tending up to B natural, and frequently de- 
manding A flats and A naturals, the part is 
terrifically taxing. Mr. Douty, thanks to 
his possessing a high, clear voice and a light, 
pasy tone production, was able to dally 
around the “ break ’’ in the voice with com- 
parative comfort. There were times when 
the voice grew weary and for a few moments 
seemed about to refuse to serve, but as soon 
as a brief rest was possible through the 
singing by the chorus or by some of the other 
soloists, the freshness and ease returned and 
all was well again. Mr. Douty delivered the 
recitative with excellent taste and with rare 
good understanding. He did not avoid the 
sugresting of the dramatic meaning that fs 
contained in this greatest of all narratives, 
and yet he at no time overstepped the bounds 
or oratorio proprieties. It was a performance 
in the highest degree creditable, and one 
which meant much to the success of Mon- 
day’s concert. 

Miss Spencer, the contralto, did beautiful 
work in the solos and recitative which fell 
to her, her singing of ‘Ah! Golgotha,” 
being especially excellent.. Mrs. Kelsey, the 
soprano, was not m ithe best of voice, but 
she nevertheless satisfied, and Mr. Schroe- 
der, in the recitative of “ Jesus,’ merited 
commendation for his handling of the Eng- 
lish and for the intelligence with which he 
treated the musical phrase. Mr. Wither- 
spoon’s voice impressed as weary and his 
work lacked the smoothness that usually 
characterizes it. He was heard to best ad-

Hardly one play in a thousand that enter- 
tains us is devoid of love betw men and 
women as a princ theme. Whether clas- 
sical tragedy or ephemeral farce, picturesque 
romance or unimaginative realism, poetical 
or prosy, elevated or degraded, no other sub- 
ject than sexual love serves to excite in- 
terest in stage shows. Even when the play- 
wright takes up some political, social, or 
other humanitarian problem, he embodies a 
love story in its elucidation. Maybe you 
think you don’t care for fiction about affairs 
of hearts and that all such stuff is nonsense; 
but can you, after all, be absorbed in a play 
which does not have lovers of some sort 
among its potential characters? Once in @ 
long while, yes; generally, no. Am I right 
so far as that? Mind you, I don’t say that 
the lovers need to be callous or mawkish in 
order to make up the engrossment of a play. 
They may as well be married and unsettled. 

I am writing this because two actresses 
who come to New York's theatrical frontage 
this week—Alla Nazimova and Grace George 
—personate heroines of love who are wives. 
Fhe fact which they enforce in‘ The Com- 
tesse Coquette ’”’ and a new version of “* Di- 
vorcons,”’ so it seems to me, is that the emo- 
tionalism requisite for an absorbing play is 
more easily and effectually derived from 
wedlock than courtship. That may be an- 
other way of saying that the everlasting 
triangle—usually with one woman and two 
men for its three sides, but sometimes one 
man and two women—is the form which con- 
flicts of love always take. Specifically, I 
point out that wives, as just now shown by 
Mrs. Nazimova and Mrs. George, are apt te 
be more interesting in stage make-believe 
than maidens. The loves and jealousies of 
husbands and wives may be, and often are, 
more consequential than those of unmarried 
eweethearts.

The 
case of Nina in the Italian Bracco's “ L’Infi- 
dele ’’—as the original of ‘“‘ The Comtesse Co- 
quette” is better named—is essentially the 
same creature of uneasy emotions. Nina ts 
the kind of wife in Maly that Cyprienne is 
in France; a kind that abounds in those 
countries, if we are to believe tne novelists 
and playwrights, hut is_less typical in Amer- 
ica; the wife who doesn’t wait to be led 
astray, but herself takes the initiative. The 
woman portrayed by Mrs. Nazimova has Guy 
Standing for a lover. Standing is the tall, 
straight, handsome actor who used to be as- 
signed to rakish roles, but lately did some 
good jobs as fine fellows. Now he goes back 
to polished villainy. Arthur Forrest is her 
husband. John Blair was to have been. But 
Blair’s own wedding in real life was close 
nigh; amd whem he became aware that in the 
new play he would be a sap headed, punk 
hearted cuckold, he revolted at figuring as 
that sort of a married man on the stage so 
soon before going into matrimony infact. At 
the final rehearsal, the usually letter perfect 
actor had to fish for his lines. .

“asked Henry Miller, the director. 


Stage folk have a way of calling one an- 
other by their given names, fondly, even 
under hateful circumstances.

‘A triple action drama is a novélty in the 
Bowery. I don’t use the word “ Bowery ” 
in its map sense—for the street bearing that 
name retaine only one stage. for plays in 
Efiglish—but to specify any part of greater 
New York where the populace gupports a 
low priced theater. This triune play is named 
‘* Sweet Molly O,”’ and for one of its three 
characteristics it is old style Irish, with a 
saucy tongued ané nimble heeled colleen sing- 
ing William J. Scanton’s- ballad of’ Plain 
Molly O” over and over in various circum- 
stances. The oddity, however, is that there 
are two pairs of pursuing villains, one bent 
om murdering the coli@en and the other on 
murdeting the broth of a boy who loves her. 
The malign couples don’t form a trust to 
hog the assassination market,, but conduct 
their operations independently and with a 
consequent waste of wickedness. 

For instance: An artist wants to sketch 
Molly. He poses her against a high rock 
and a kindly moon sends a beam through the 
darkness tolight her up. Of course, she sings 
“ Plain Molly O,"" which brings one of the 
pairs of murderers within shooting distance: 
and think what a shining mark she idup 
there against! the rock, with the moonlight 
focused om her! The audtence stops chewing 
its gum and cracking its peanuts. All is 
silence save for Molly’s still small voice— 
so small a singing voice that it is almost still. 
Suddenly, bang! and then bangagain! Is the 
colleen hit? No. Yet the villains who pursue 
her can’t be said to have missed her, as they 
haven't fired at all. 

For simultaneously ‘with her exposure of 
herself as an effulgent target, the other 
couple of villains are out gunning in the 
gioom for the broth ofa boy. These two mig- 
take one of the other two for the gossoon; the 
shots come from them instead of the colleen’sg 
‘assassins; down goes the assistant villain of 
the anti-Molly combine; and can’t you 
imagine the din when the big theater's 2.400 
_— eccupants let loose their delight?

securing engagements when American actors 
of just as good skill went without work.

along Broadway. 


At the same time E. H. Sothern and Julia 
Marlowe were just beginning their American 


invasion of England. 

The recent theatrical history of the United 
Btates as related to England and of Eng- 
Jand as concerned in relation to the United 
States has not held more than the law al- 
lows of that hands across the sea feeling of 
which there is so much said at banquets. 

Charlies Frohman has been more success- 
fu] than any ‘other American manager in 
giving the English what the Americans have 
wanted. Even now he is launching * Brew- 
ster's Millions,’ a play made from the Chi- 
cago made novel of George Barr McCutcheon, 
and Maxine Elliott with Harry Davis of 
Chicago as one of her business staff will be- 
gin at the Lyric in London in September a 
geason of her own. Just so that the invasion 
may have at least some little representation 
of the Cohanesque influences that are mak- 
ing for eo much in the contemporary drama 
in this country, George Cohan’s sister,.Jose- 
phine, and her husband, Fred Niblo, and 
their baby are in London, where the two 
elder members of the family are engaged in 
yaudeville.

~ Live on the Road.

I often am asked how it is possible for an 
actress, in addition to her work on the stage, 
to endure a season of hard travel with no 
apparent discomfort while the average wom- 
an after a trip of a few hours invariably de- 
clares herself to. be “‘ completely worn olt.”’ 

I think the reason of this is that, like every- 
thing else, one accustoms herself to the in- 
éevitable.

The actress thinks nothing of the journey 
before her, unless, as, alas, is too frequently 
the case, inconsiderate railroad officials have 
not arranged their time tables to conform to 
her usual hour of rising. When the time to 
start arrives she steps into her carriage, gets 
out when she is told to do so, seldom knows 
the name of the depot at which she starts, 
and gives no thought to her destination 

On the train there always is enough to do 
to pass the time. The studious woman has 
hours of delight, lost to the surroundings of 
travelers, and of cities and towns through 
which the train speeds, in the real scenes 
and characters of her favorite author. 
Others of a more domestic taste sew or em- 
broider various articles for the dear ones 
who are absent, or for the home that is so 
seldom .seen but so eagerly looked forward 
to when the time arrives for a long season of 
work to give way to those fleeting summer 
days of rest. :

interesting as an experiment, but apropos . 
two valuable considerations, mark. you, in 
reaching for a free advertisement. 

I took with me a certain learned scientist 
in electrical affairs, who brought with him 
the necessary instruments, and, the usual 
car load of first class reporters from the big 
dailies. By arrangement with the local elec- 
tric company at Bridgeport we got the neces- 
sary force, made the connections, etc. We 
tried the current upon some twenty different 
animals, lions, tigers, leopards, bears, 
hyenas, etc., darefully reeording the number 
of volte received by each before showing 
symptoms of succumbing to the unusual 
treatment. Naturally enough, some of these 
animals vigorously resisted the experiment. 
But it was good for a column or more in the 
morning press. Two days later the legisla- 
ture passed the present law of electrocution.

The effect of music upon wild animals was 
another interesting experiment. What was 
learned by it has affected the operations of 
keepers and trainers all over the world. Be- 
sides the reporters present there was a 
swarm of keepers and trainers , who are in- 
credulous of any influence upon wild beasts 
other than the whip and fron. 

violin played softly and slowly would 
rouse the kangaroo to ah attention and sway- 
ing movement almost pathetic in its intensi- 
ty. When the violinist struck up a rollicking 
Irish jig all the animals leaped to their feet 
and began to hop around their cages in the 
liveliest manner, as if trying to keep time to 
the tune set them. 

The reporters were astonished, for they 
saw that the elephant quadrilles in the ring, 
the horses waltzing to the music of the band 
during the performance were traits not arti- 
ficially acquired but a true effort of nature 
under the spell of music. The assembled 
animal men were still more surprised. For 
their benefit the thing was tried over and 
over again. The effect was the most marked 
upon the Australian kangaroo, this animal 
apparently having the most correct ear for 
music. ’ 

In,the nature of the case, all of these ex- 
periments were given by me without any 
previous knowledge of how they would turn 
out. I had to “ chance it ’* as to whether the 
result would be interesting or a fiasco. In 
this way I went inte a trial of liquors on dif- 
ferent animals. 


~~ 

Lord Byron said that *“‘man differs from 
the lower animals in his ability to get drunk” { 
but that great poet, like the greatest thisp 
country ever produced, who described a 
herd of cattle *‘ lapping ’’ the cool waters of 
the brook, didn’t know much about it. Most 
animals other than the carnivori will take 
to whisky as a duck swinis, by nature. 

It was my experiment that showed the 
earnivori exceptional. The elephant needed 
mo coaching to drink whisky by the pailful. 
A monkey got as drunk as a lord, and had 
no objection to mixing drinks. It was the 
same way with bears. In my youth I 6nce 
saw a lot of hogs having a high old time on 
a gallon of whisky, cutting as many antics 
as the most befuddied human creature. 
Quails, geese, fowls, and birds of all kinds 
will get “ as full as a goat,” while the latter 
animal is an adept at all the vices of hu- 
manity—ehewing tgbacco and drinking liquor 
inclusive. Only the carnivori, so far as I 
know, and as we learned that day by tests, 
are teetotalers by nature. 


_o- 

In the experiment of mirrors we presented 
a big plate glase mirror at the side of the 
lion’s cage. The animals bristled all over at 
their dreadful counterfeit presentment, and 
backing away uttered a series of growlsthat 
were much like barks of an angry dog, while 
they half crouched for a spring at the intrud- 
era, The tigers would back away, put back 
their ears, and hiss like house cats. 

Catnip has the same soothing effect upon 
tigers and leopards as upon the domestic 
cat. One of our experiments was success- 
ful in producing most amusing antics. They 
will smell of it, roll over it on their backs, 
taste it, and in various other ways show their 
pleasure at its presence. One of our party 
who had a penchant for independent ex- 
periments fed a whole pound of catniptoa 
big elephant and then, as he said afterward, 
“waited breathlessly tagsee him act like a 
cat.”” But to his atendinotineaeat the ele- 
phant swallowed the catnip and never even 
sniffed or winked.

The truth of the old story that elephants 
really are afraid of mice was demonstrated 
at one of my séances at Bridgeport. We had 
several mice and rats in a basket. A mouse 
was secured by a string and permitted to run 
near the head of the pachyderms tethered 
by chains in a long line in the elephant house, 
The moment the nearest beast got eyes on 
the diminutive chap he trumpeted loudly and 
began tugging at his chain to get away, all 
the time holding his trunk curled up well 
out of reach. Finding his efforts to free 
himself vain, the elephant turned around 
and with his head furthest away from his 
enemy began to stamp and kick his hind 
feet. 

His terror was communicated to the entire 
herd of twenty-four, all of whom were soon 
trumpeting, stamping, and rattling their 
chains. This became .so violent that the 
elephant keepers were afraid to permit any 
further test. 

In the meantime some of the visitors be- 
came so dubious about the interést of the 
experiment that they went away suddenly. 
One found safety on topof some bales of hay. 
Another never stopped till he was secure 
among the rafters of the building. There 
was some danger of a breakaway and stam- 
pede. So we contented ourselves by turning 
the rats-Joose among the lions and tigers. 
Both of these big cat species behaved much 
as women: would. They jumped out of the 
way and looked at the vermin with absolute- 
ly comical expressions of disgust and horror. 
The more agile leopards, however, pounced 


‘ woon the rodents like house cats and de- 


vdured them in a twinkling. ‘

On nearly every Sunday while the show 
was at Madison Square garden I presented 
some similar kind of a novel entertainment 
that would make legitimate news for next 
day's papers.

torious of these Sunday entertainments was. 


a test of strength of various animals. A 
registering machine was fastened to heavy, 
deep driven stakes. To this machine ele- 
phants were attached by stout ropes and set 
to pulling with all their titantic strength. 
Then horses were tried. singly, In pairs, and 
finally in teams of six, eight. and ten. Cam- 
els were tested, and ““sacred '’ oxen, zebras, 
and other beasts. 
al 

For,the first time in history a careful rec- 
ord was made of the pulling strength of each, 
Then the pulling power of 100 men was tested 
and found below that of a single elephant. 

On another occasion’ I had a tug of. war 
between a medium sized elephant and 100 
men skilled at the rope. The big beast gim- 
ply walked away with the men and without 


‘apparent éffort.

One of the most succesefu: means of mak- 
ing circus news is through the reporters 
themseives; that is, to make the newspaper 
man the medium. One New York reporter 
made a most thrilling article by standing up 
against a board and letting the knife thrower 
hurl hatchets and tomahawks at him until 
he was so hedged in with steel that he 
couldn’t move. It required great nerve. 
Charles. Theodore Murray, novelist and spe- 
cial writer, spent a week with the show in 
England, riding with the performersin pa- 
radés and in the ring. In a Connecticut town 
he was made up as a clown and appeared in 
the ring as such throughout the evening per- 
formance without the knowledge of the 10,- 
000 people in the audience. He gave his in- 
teresting experience in a full page illustrated 
article.

At the close of one season I organized a 
troop of ‘“‘ Rough Riders,”’ thus anticipating 
the famous organization with which’ Roose- 
velt was idertified.in later years. My com- 
pany was composed wholly of newspaper 
They rode across the Brooklyn bridge 
with thé show on@Saturday nignt. The main 
point, however, was the crossing of Jumbo. 
The man who rode him afterward became the 
Sunday editor of one of New York’s largest 
papers, and still chuckles over the sensation 
that was created by the proposition to take 


_the mighty beast over the suspension bridge. 


Jumbo’s successful passage, as a matter of 
fact, was hailed by the public as the best 
indication of the safety of the great span.

These matters may seem trivial now, as 
far in the background of events, but in that 
day they were the prominent subjects of gen- 
eral discussion in the newspapers as well as 
in private circles. It was my first business 
to keep them alive as long as possible. Noth- 
ing, big or little; was neglected to produce 
this result.

Her sweetheart ie backward In de- 
claring his love, and Miss Gehrue endeavors 
in every way to make him declare himself 
without actually proposing. herself. This 
scene so worked on the sympathies of a 
woman ata recent matinée that she stood up 
and shouted to the young man: ‘‘ She loves 
you, she loves you.” 

Julia Sandersom was playing one night 
stands, and in one play she teok the part 
of a daughter with a brutal father.

New . Angle to 


in Frohman’s 


HE increasing complexities of the vat- 
deville situation in the United States 
are being watched with much interest 
by students of theatrical affairs who 
are wondering whether of not the latest 

development may not foreshadow the dis- 
ruption of the syndicate’ of “legitimate ” 

managers which for years has been so-power- 
ful. The significant movement of the day 


} comes’ in the announcement that Gustav 


Frohman is to have Pérsonal charge of.a 
series of short ‘plays to be put on in 240 the- 
aters controlled by the Keith-Proctor-Wiil- 
ilams-Hammerstein combination. This evi- 
dently is a plan by these managers to coun- 
teract the new schemes recently evolved by 
Klaw and Erlanger and Frederic Thompson 
for their newly organized circuit of ** Ad- 
vanced vaudeville.” 

“The syndicate,” as it. has come to be 
called, is an association of the largest pro- 
ducing manazerr in the United States. They 
control theaters in every city in the union 
that counts, they put out plays and have the 
houses neceesary to their presenting, and 
they, conduct a booking agency which has to 
do with theaters from Maine to Florida and 
west to the Pacific coast. In this syndicate 
are Charles Frohman, Al. Hayman, Klaw & 
Erlanger, and Nixon & Zimmerman. Other 
managers have an interest, but these named 
are,the prime movers. Klaw & Erlanger 
came to the.conclusion not long ago that 
the tendency of the theatrical times was 
towards vaudeville, ’ and «0 they are going 
into vaudeville.” This was after the giant 
combination of other managers: had been 
formed.

The start of the present monster movement, 
the effect of which wilt be felt in every sec- 
tion of the land, was one of bitterness and 
strife. In.New York City. B..F. Keith had a 
vaudeville theater, the old Union Square of 
many historic memories. F. F. Proctor got 
a theater in Twenty-third street, after it had 
failed as a legitimate house. These early 
vaudeville houses were in advance ofthe at- 
tractions at Tony Paor'’s and the Bowery 
variety shows. Kefth “pent fortunes in ad- 
vertising and in getting.a higher class of 
performers than appeared at the-plder estab- 
lished places. Proctor was equally progres- 
sive. He fitted out a house in Fifty-elghth 
street which. he called “ Proctor’s Pleasures 
Palace,"" and when he saw the Fifth Avenue 
theater, once rum by Congressman Harry 
Miner, wasn't a paying, proposition, he lost 
no.time in getting hold ofit. Sometime later 
he got a house in Harlem. the One Hurdred 
and Twenty-fifth Street theater, some time 
ago. operated by Oscar Hammerstein, the 
greatest theater builder of them all, and this 
gave him four houses in New York. 

Meanwhile, Keith was extending his opera- 
tions throughout the country. So was Proc- 
tor. There was a sort of. an understanding 
that they shouldn't conflict in towns outside 
New York. Each was watchful. 

Ogcar ‘Hammerstein was: coming to the 
front as a vaudeville purveyor.. Today he 
puts on anything, from a trained monkey act 
at one of his houses, to Calvé and Bonci at 
another of his houses. Hammerstein, after 
an unsuccessful session with. vaudeville at 
the monster New York theater, opened the 
Victoria, tried drama, became disgusted 
with it. and turned it into a vaudeville house, 
which since has become famous. 

Percy Williams, a Brooklyn manager, also 
was advancing rapidly. He got a New York 
opening at the Circle, a little bandbox of a 
place that most-managers would have 
sneered at, and he made the Circle the fash- 
ion. When Thompson and Dundy tired of 
their Colonial theater experiment and con- 
fined their endeavors to the giant hippodrome 

the summer show at Luna park, Coney 
Isl@nd, Percy Williams.was the man that 
took over the Colonial, leaving the tiny Circle 
for burlesque folk. The Colonial prospered 
to such an extent that Percy Williams found 
himself justified in building another theater 
in the Harlem district, calling it the Al- 
hambra. The Alhambra also has prospered. 
Right around the corner from Hurtig & 
Seamon’s. which for years enjoyed a monop- 
oly of: Harlem vaudeville, the Alhambra 
speedily put the older playhouse out of busi- 
ness, andthe Hurtig & Seamon establishment 


now is a buriesque home.

About a year ago the situation was some- 
thing like this—..eith. the. big man in’ vau- 
deville, because, in addition to his circuit of

theaters, he ‘eda his én booking | 
agency, and could. keep acre in hand 
from start to finish or’ thes 2 
doing a pretty good hoa’ n his four New 
York theaters, and. booking his acts through 
the agency of William Morris, Williams and 
Hammerstein steadily building up pa‘ron- 
age. 

Then came the nash and the battle. Keith 
accused Proctor. of planning to Invade his 
territory. Proctor made a similar charge. 
They fought with the utmost bitterness. 
Proctor said he would put a theater next door 
to Keith’s in every, city Keith was repre- 
sented. Keith told ofthe things he would 
do imretaHation. Thefight was on for weeks. 

Then came the sensation. Keith and Proc- 
tor had joined hands. They appeared “ with 
grand succees”’ in a néw “ brother act.’’ It 
takes a good deal to startle Broadway, but 
this did the-trick. The combination was a 
strong one. The pace Keith and Proctor 
proposed to set was‘terrific. ‘* They'll have 
fleet steeds that follow,’’ quoth these young 
Lochinvars. . 


> 

Keith and Proctor advanced merrily to war 
on Williams.and on Hammefstein. They 
sought out Kiaw & Erlanger and bought the 
Harlem.opera:house. The Harlem opera 
hous@ was the only theater‘on the upper west 
side that ‘played standard attractions. There 
are many hundreds of thousands of residents 
in that section of New York. They got the 
best in the drama, fresh from Broadway. 
The Harlem -opera house was a one. week 
stand. The price Keith and Proctor paid 
for it was something to amaze you: Klaw & 
Erlanger: could ‘hardly - believe. their: eyes 
when they counted out the cash. The house 
had not been a money success in.a long time, 
K. & E., as a matter of fact, were glad'to 
get it off their hands, doubly glad to get it off 
at such advantageous terms. 

Vaudeville was to be put in at the Harlem 
opera house, vaudeville at a price lower than 
that charged at the Alhambra around the 
corner. If Harlem was offered as good a 
show for 50 cents as it was offered for a dol- 
lar Harlem would flock to the 50 cent show, 
eh?. The move was made to put Perey Will- 
jams out of business. Williams and Ham-. 
merstein. fought back as hard ae they knew 
how. And then, one fine day not long ago, 
there came the second big vaudeville sensa- 
tion of the century when it was announced 
-that Keith, Proctor, Willlams,-and Ham- 
merstein. had been gathered under one tent, 
a harmonious; partnering quartet that was 
‘to hold undisputed sway over all the world 
of.variety.

tenacity, who had sprung a little booking 
Office into the greatest syndicate in the show 
world, looked at this great advancing wave 
of vaudeville and began to wonder why they 
weren't riding on the crest of just such a 
roller. It didn’t take these two men long to 
make up.their minds. They’d start a vaude- 
ville ~wave of their own. And they have. 
They -have drawn to them George Cohan, 
the meteoric figure in musical ‘comedy pro- 
duction; Frederic: Thompson, founder of the 
Hippodrome and Luna park; Tommy Ryley, 
discoverer; and, with John-C. Fisher. owner 
of ** Florodora,’’ and geniuses of like class. 
The coming season will witness the test be- 
tween the two powerful factions. 

Now that Gustav Frohman, elder brother 
of Charles and Daniel Frohman, has gone 
over to the side opposed to his brother's 
partners, the question is. what will Charles 
Frohman do? Will he break away from the 
old syndicate which. handles the greatest of 


American productions or will he continue hig 
association with his brother Gustav's busi- 
ness rivals? Gustav Frohman isan old show 
man, who, of late years, has not been so 
prominent as either of his brothers. Years 
ago he was a producing manager and Marc 
Klaw was one of his advance agents. Now 
Gustav is.manager of “ The Hyprocites,”’ an 
attraction owned by Charles Frolishan, so 
their interests are connected closcly.

dissolve the bonds at any time. 

Dustin Farnum for four straight years has 
played the nameless hero tn “ The Virgin- 
ian,’ and has blushed awkwardly at the 
schoolma’am, and has shot directly at the 
bad Trampas many, many times. 

And age could not wither for a long time 
nor custom stale the infinite variety of Ada 
Gray’s ‘impersonations of Lady Isabel in 
* East Lynne.” That play has been a stand- 
by for many players, but most of all for 
Miss Gray. 

Audiences get attached to plays, and those 
plays can run on forever. If an actor gets 
entangled in the endless chain he might as 
well make up his mind to stay and make the 
best of it, unless he has wonderful strength, 
for it is hard to break away. Phcebe Davies 
hankers not to play the tearful ‘one in “ Way 
Down East,”’ but the peoplé demand@ her, and 
there are others that they want, and, as they 
pay mor. for what they want than for what 
a manager may gucas they want, there are 
plenty of these artistic Frankensteins which. 
having ‘been set running, will not run down 
or stop.
